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JUDGE DANIELS NOMINATED 


UNANIMOUS CHOICE OF THE 
REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE. 

NO OTHER NAME PROPOSED AND THE 
NOMINATION MADE WITHIN A HALF 
HOUR AFTER THE COMMITTEE MET. 

Nearly every one was for the nomination 
of Judge Daniels for the Court.of Appeals during 
the morning talks yesterday at the Gilsey House, 

Where Republicans gathered in good numbers 

before the State Committee met. James D. War- 

ren’s arrival from Buffalo set the tide of prefer- 
ence, He had seen Judge Daniels on Tuesday, 
and had then been given by him to understand 
that hisformer protests against a nomination 
might be revoked. At least, Judge Daniels made 
no vigorous objection to Mr. Warren’s urgency, 
and Mr. Warren assured the committeemen that 
they might put the most liberal construction 
upon the interviow. He was sure Judge Daniels 
would not decline. Gen. Tracy and his Brooklyn 
friends urged mildly the claims of this sec- 
tion of the State ard the availability 
of ex-District Attorney John Winslow, of 
Brooklyn. But both the Brooklyn and 
the New-York men failed to appear until too 
long after breakfast. Mr. Warren, meanwhile, 
had been having his say, and had awakened old 
longings for Judge Daniels’s candidacy among 
those who gave him up when he first declined to 
allow the use of hisname. Judge Rumsey also 
had friends on hand, but they fell into line early 


in the day, because Judge Rumsey had said that 
on no condition could his name be put before 
the committee if Judge Daniels’s was presented. 
There was no sort of question for fully an hour 
before the committee met that Judge Daniels 
would sweep everything, When that was set- 
tled the Brooklyn advocates good-humoredly ac- 
cepted the situation. 

At 12 o’clock the committee filed into the 
rooms reserved for them on the Thirtieth-street 
front. Thirty-three men went within, every 
Congressional district being represented ex- 
cept the Ninth, whose fortunes had been in- 
trusted to the Hon. Jacob M. Patterson. Several 
of those who attended were proxies, William A. 
Fritz representing Henry Bristow, of the Second 
District; Bernard Biglin appearing for John J. 
O’Brien, of the Eighth; Henry C. Perley for 8. 
B. Smith, of the Twelfth; Gen. George H. 
Sharpe for T. C. Teale, of the Seventeenth; R. L. 
Fox for David Wilbur, of the Twenty-fourth; M. 
A. Knapp for J. J. Belden, of the Twenty-tifth; 
John E, Smith for A. M. Holmes, of the Twenty- 
sixth; C. D. Baker for A. E. Baxter, of the 
Tweuty-eighth; J.D. Warren for J. E Pound, 
of the Thirty-third, and Frank 8. Smith for 
E. R. Schoonmaker, of the Thirty-fourth. The

As soon as the meeting came to order Capt. 
Cole recognized District Attorney E. W. Hatch, 
of Bufialo. who placed Judge Daniels in nomina- 
tion in a brief enlogistic speech. He said the 
Juige was known all over the State, and was 
everywhere held in the highest esteem. Mr. 
Smith seconded the nomination. He said he had 
come from the Thirty-fourth District to urge 
Judge Rumsey’s nomination. Then he spoke of 
Jude Rumsey’s army service and of his career 
on the Beuch, but, he went on, Judge: Rumsey 
had insisted that he must not be put forward 
against Judge. Daniels, and the votes of bis 
friends wonld therefore be cast for the latter. 
Gen. Sharpe made a speech in which he re 
veiwed Jivige Daniels’s services. He» said he had 
been designated to the most imporiant judicial 
territory ever since 1870 by both Republican 
ani Democratic Governers, showing that by 
both parties he was held in the highest esteem. 
Consequently no-anan-eould be found to. repre- 
sen? so well us he the non-pagtisan idea that has 
lately been advocated in this counection. Ger. 
Sharpe moved his nomination by acclamation, 
and the motion was promptly carried.’ Thus 
within a half hour after the committee went into 
session its most important werk was done. 
Messrs. Baker. Maddox. Sharpe, Shook. and 
Warren then retired as a Committee on Resolu- 
tions, and in order that they might have time to 
work a recess was taken until 3 o’clock. 

Just as the comuinittee were reassembling a 
telegram came to Capt. Cole addressed to 
hiuself, Mr. Warren, and Mr. Hatch. It was 
from Judge Daniels, at Buffalo, and read as fol 
lows: 

“ While I regret that a better choice has not been 
mae, lam proicundly grateful for this evidence of 
the esteem and confidence of the committee, and as- 
sure its members that I no longer feel at liberty to 
decline.” 

This telegram was read the first thing after 
recess, and of course set the committee in sood 
humor and at rest about the purpose of their 
candidate. Every district was represented at 
this session, George Hilliard appearing for the 
Ninth as proxy for Mr. Patterson. Judging from 
the bulk and general appearance of the docu- 
ment brought in by the Committee on Resolu- 
tions the main body concluded that life was too 
short to hear it all, with the comments it was 
sure to provoke, and quietly passed it over to the 
Executive Committee. It was urged that pos- 
sibly some persons would like to be heard on 
several subjects treated in the document, and 
that the Executive Committee had better take it 
in hand, give hearings, and, if need be, edit, re- 
model, and condense the document. It was 
thought the brieferand more stirring the deciara- 
tion the beiter it would fare among newspaper 
readers. Littleargument was nevessary to secure 
this disposition of it. It will doubtless emerge 
oe the Executive Committee within a fort- 
night. 

The most important item of the declaration, 
and one which wil! be the least likely to be dis- 
turbed, is an expression in favor of a Constitu- 
tional Convention. This expression, it is 
thought, will be a long step in the direction de- 
manded by the temperance people. The party 
declares itself the friend of labor, and points to 
remedial acts passed during its power. Tem- 
perance and labor and a review of what the 
party has done constitute the important features 
of the document submitted. 

The Executive Committee, upon whose shoul- 
ders now falls the burden of the campaign, in- 
cluding the issuance of a platform, consists of 
Charles W. Hackett, Chairman; John W. Vroo- 
man and Charles H. Chickering, Secretaries; A. 
M. Holmes, John B. Dutcher, J. J. Belden, John 
J. O’Brien, John Birdsall, Solon B. Smith, David 

Vilbur, James W. Husted, H. H. Warner, Theo- 
dore C. Teale, Samuel T. Maddox, Henry Bris- 
tow, O. P. Howell, and George Campbell. 

Charles Daniels, the Republican nominee, was 
born in Buffalocn March 24,1824. He began 
life asa shoemaker, and fitted himself for the 
law while working at that trdde. He used to say 
humorously of his career thathe was admitted 
to the Bar from the bench. At the age of 39, in 
1863, he was enjoying a large and valuable prac- 
tice in Buffalo. Judge James G. Hoyt, of 
the Supreme Court, died a little before the 
election otf that year. Both parties had to 
nominate for that place. The way Judge 
Daniels became the Republican nominee 
Is curious. He was doing too well for 
himself to want a place on the Bench. His 
friends urged him, nevertheless, to accept. 
Among the most solicitous of them was Jobn 
Gaston, of the firm of Gaston & Smith, of Buf 
falo. Mr. Gaston had made his reputation at 
the Bar and wanted to goto Congress. He had 
the nomination and was especially desirous that 
his friend should figurein the same campaign. 
Judge Daniels declined. Upon further urgency 
be suggested Mr. Smith’s candidacy, and offered 
to do the firm’s law business for them while Mr. 
Gaston went to Congress. ‘Lhe nominating con- 
yention held over while the firm of Gaston & 
Smith considered this generous offer. They 
decided at last not to accept it, and the nomina- 
tion was fairly forced upon Judge Daniels. At 
that time, and until the new Judiciary act, the 
Judges of the Supreme Court constituted the 
Court of Appeals. Judge Daniels was re-elected 
in 1869. In 1877 he was re-elected, without op- 
position, to serve 14 years. In 1873 he was ap- 

vinted by Goy. Dix Associate Justice of the 

eneral Term, First Department. That appoint- 
ment brought him to the immediate notice of 
lawyers of this city. He aeEpee in very short 
time to a place very high in their esteem. Upon 
his retirement from that service the Bar Associ- 
ation teudered him a reception, at which every 
one said good things of him. He was reappoint- 
ed to the same position by Gov. Corneil in 1880. 

Judge Daniels’s work has always been pains- 
taking. He is a man of tireless energy. It is 
claimed for him by those who know bis career 

thoroughly that no Judge in this State ever set- 
tled so many legal propositions as he, and that 
for 20 years the record of none on the Supreme 
Bench will compare with his in the volume of 
work done, if in its quality. As an instance of 
the way he works, it is said that while holding 
court daily recently in Niagara County he pre- 

ared and delivered opinions in nine cases in a 

ortnight, ana that since May he has delivered 
51 opinions. ;

oceupied until December. I have no time to 
attend to politics or a political canvass; further- 
more, I have considerable time yet to serve on 
my present term. Still, I feel under obligation 
to submit, and in view of the committee’s action 
I can do nothing else.” 

“You are now serving your third term as 
Judge of the Supreme Court, are you not ?” asked 
the reporter. 

“Yes, Sir; and I never should have got into 
that if [had had my own way. The ne 
convention in the Fall of 1863 threatened to ad- 
journ without making a nomination if I did not 
accept it, and under those circumstances I could 
notrefuse. There was a vacancy at the time 
and Gov. Seymour, on learning of my nomina- 
tion, at once sent mé an appointment, so that I 
had to go right into court and begin work with- 
out waiting for the result of the election.” 


RAILROAD TRAINS WRECKED. 


SEVERAL CARS DEMOLISHED AND TWO 
LIVES LOST. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 29.—A west-bound 
passenger train on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Road was runinto by a wild freight at 
Ixonia station last evening. <A dining car, 
sleeping car, and 26 freight cars were demol- 
ished. Frank E. Morrill, aged 26 years, of 
Farmington Falls, Me., who, with a twin 
brother, was making a Western trip, was 
crushed to death. The pecuniary loss will be 
very heavy. The passenger train was stopped 


by a hot box, and for some reason the freight 
train, which was following it was not properly 
flagged. 

St. Louis, Sept. 29.—Two freight trains 
running in opposite directions on the Missouri 
Pacitic Railroad came into collision while run- 
ning at full speed yesterday near Maniteau_sta- 
tion. Both engines were wholly destroyed, as 
were 12 loaded freight cars. Engineer J. H. 
Hope and fireman W. M. Voelkel were seriously 
injured. The accident resulted from misunder- 
standing telegraphic orders. The loss to the 
railroad company amounts to about $20,000. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Sept. 29.—A train 
was wrecked on the Southern Pacific Road west 
of here yesterday morning. Horace Daniels, the 
engineer, was killed and the fireman and a brake- 
man were badly injured. Another wreck was 
reported east of here last night. A passenger 
train on the International Road was also report- 
ed to have been wrecked near Davenport last 
evening, but no particulars have been received. 
Tne wrecks were caused by the displacement of 
the tracks by recent heavy rains.

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 29.—The ad- 
vances made by the coal companies in the price 
of anthracite within the past few months have 
made the miners anxious to participate in the 
profits.

A SORELY TRIED PROPHET 


WIGGINS “KNOCKED OUT,” BUI 
STILL PREDICTING. 

STILL WAITING FOR HIS TERRIBLE STORM 
AND ITS WIDESPREAD HAVOC—A 
QUIET DAY AT CHARLESTON. 

Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 29.—Wiggins feels 
as confident as ever that his storm will prove the 
greatest blow of the century. He worke@ away 
all day counting up long rows of figures in his 
office in the Finance Department and was be- 
sieged with callers. He talks very enthusiastic- 
ally over the anticipated occurrences of this 
evening, taking every opportunity to roundly 
denounce his numerous assailants. Heaps of un- 
answered letters littered his desk when THE 
TIMES’S correspondent called. The Professor, 
after complaining of the increasing demand for 
his photograph and autograph, said: 

**My storm is well nigh over the broad At- 
lantic. It will strike the meridian of Halifax at 
4P. M., and look out for high tides there as well 
as at Quebec. I see that storm signals were raised 
in England on the 26th, the Meteorological 
Bureau issuing the following warning: ‘ Hoist 
the south cone. A deep depression is appearing 
off our northwest coasts.’ Of course we have not 


had any tidings of any storm, for the Meteoro- 
logical Bureau refuses to give any advices re- 
garding my storms, and you may also have ob- 
served that our Dominion meteorological office 
for the last three days has dropped the prob- 
abilities for our gulf ports and the lower St. 
Lawrence. 

“T distinctly assert that the storm will be 
mainly contined to the Atlantic. The vast hur- 
ricane—for such it will be—will sweep down old 
ocean, tear past Sandy Hook, and continue on 
its mad career. I cannot venture to predict re- 
garding the destruction, but I have fears for 
mariners this very night. The destruction on 
the sea will likely be appalling. The strain in 
the Southern States, especially below the thir- 
tieth parallel, will be intense. Goodness only 
knows who will escape the fury of the elements. 
Bermuda will come in for a share of the 
disturbance, and I would not be surprised 
to learn of ee in Texas, Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, and California. Southern Europe 
is also liable to experience a lively shaking up. 
For the last time let me assure the people of the 
South that I have been terribly maligned. The 
report that I have instanced a list of Southern 
cities which would be devastated is a base and 
cruel fabrication.” 

Wiggins declares that his storm is now under 
way. Hereceived the following dispatch this 
evening from Silas Berry, of Moncton, New- 
Brunswick.: ‘Earthquake shocks here last 
night. Prediction verified.” 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Sept. 29.—The time of 
Wiggins’s “greatest strain” has passed and 
Charleston is safe. There has been no recur- 
rence of earthquake disturbances here to-day, 
and the terrible test to which the nerves of 
the people have been subjected has been re- 
moved. Everybody in Charleston got up early 
this morning as well prepared as they could 
be for the coming of Wiggins’s promised shake. 
It was expected at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, 
but it did not come, and after that hour the 
whole community breathed more freely. It is 
well that there have been no shocks to-day. 
A prominent physician declared yesterday that 
he believed a heavy shake on the 29th would 
make many persons go crazy, 80 fearful bas 
been the tension of their nerves during the past 
four weeks. 

The weather to-day has been clear and warm, 
but not oppressively so, the highest point 
reached by the thermometer being 85°. at 2 
o’clock. A fresh southwesterly breeze has been 
blowing all day, and there have been no indica- 
tions whatever of stormy weather. Special 
weather indications from Washington this morn- 
ing predicted clear weather, with occasional 
showers. These indications. were bulletined 
prompily, and went far toward reassuring the 
public that Wiggins was a false prophet. Already 
a much better spirit is prevailing, and a week 
without shocks wilishow a marked improvement 
in public sentiment. Kor the past four or five 
nights revival services have been held in all the 
cotered churches, which have been crowded 
The terror excited 
anonyg the negrece by Wiggins’s prediction has 
been fearful, and hundreds of conversious have 
In the conntry 
distr-ets the effect haa beén even more marked 
than in the city, some of the preachers declaring 
that they had seen signs in the heavens, and that 
the end of the world was at hand. 

In the inidst of all the painful excitement 
there has veen no cessation of work, and even 
the most despairing bave displayed a heroic 
spirit, while almost perfect order has prevailed. 
There has been a marked decrease in petty of- 
fenses, while absolutely no heavy crimes have 
been committed, So orderly is the city that ail 
special policemen have been discharged, and for 
several mornings the Recorder has been con- 
frouted by only a begyarly array of ‘plain 
drunks.” The Kelief Comittee have received 
1,375 applications for money to assist in rebuild- 
ing houses damaged by the earthquake, the ap- 
plications aggregating $800,000. As the relief 
fund now aizounts to less than $500,000, and 
new applications are being tiled every day, it 
will be seen how inadequate are the resources 
of the committee to meet the situation. 

Before leaving the city to-day Miss Clara Bar- 
ton placed checks in the Mayor’s hands for the 
following sums, to be presented as “ remem- 
brances” of her visit to Charleston to the follow- 
ing charities: Sick inmates of the City Hospi- 
tal, $100; the Confederate Home, $100; infirm 
inmates, (Old Folk’s Home,) colored, $100; the 
Charleston Orphan House, $100; the House of 
Rest, $100. After visiting the several charita- 
ble foundings in full operation, and being in- 
formed of the measures of relief by the general 
and special committees, she decided that the 
field of charity work was fully covered, and left 
to-day for her home. in Washington. She ex- 
pressed nerself surprised at the extent of the 
calamity from the earthquake shock, the com- 
posure and hopefulness of the citizens, and the 
quiet and good order of the city. 


Avueusta, Ga., Sept. 29.—Apparently the 
wicked work of Wiggins had no effect here to- 
day, and everybody attended to business and 
stuck to desks without giving the Canadian a 
thought. This was the state of affairs to all 
outward appearances. The truth is, however, 
that even in the midst of shocks and jars 
Augustans have not.experienced such anxiety 
and dread. Prominent citizens and intelligent 
persons were on pins lest a slight shock might 
occur, for shocks here have occurred weekly 
since the month set in. It would have thrown

uiver or jar occurred day or night to give the 
shadow of truth to tue Canadian crank’s ravings. 
People in the first ranks here denounce the press 
of the country for having given cireulation to 
Wiggins’s prophecies, but laud the efforts of the 
Southern papers in their endeavor to stamp the 
predictions as lies. To the united efforts of the 
newspapers to prove the incompetency and wild- 
ness of the Canadian is due the fact that there 
was no further excitement. 

The antidote, however, did not reach the igno- 
rant negroes on the cotton fields and turpentine 
farms. Few of them read or write, and news of 
the prophecies for the 29th has been in circula- 
tion among them for a few days only. They 
passed through a terrible ordeal to-day and to- 
night. In groups they prayed and supplicated, 
and unusual noises or sounds had the effect of 
making louder the cries to the Throne above. The 
falling of a treeor the flightof a bird was to 
them the advance guard of the terrible disturb- 
ance which was to end the world and usher 
the earth’s popwation before the Throne of the 
prin and owners and farm holders moved 
among their ignorant employes seeking to allay 
their fears, but the effect of the recent earth- 
quake shocks still exerted a strong influence, 
and nothing could cause the anxious and dread- 
ing hegroes to cease their wild appeals and ges- 
ticulations. Camp fires were built at night, and 
hundreds huddled about the leaping tlames, form- 
ing pictures pitiable to behold. ’ 

The day has passed and Wiggins has been 
proved a false prophet. Never again will any 
saying of his be credited in this section.

ZOU WATKINS’S FATEH. 


POSSIBLE SOLUTION OF A FOUR YEARS’ 
MYSTERY. 


Sr. Louis, Sept. 29.—In the Spring of 
1882 Miss Missouri Watkins, or “ Zou,’ as she 
was familiarly known, came to St. Louis from 
Denver, Col., with her sister Lillie. They were 
on their way to New-Orleans, and while in the 
city were the guests of Mr. Isaac Mar- 
tin, No. 2,215 Gamble-avenue. On Thurs- 
day, May 18, she went to visit an 
acquaintance who lived near the Martin 
residence. A party had been arranged 


for that night by Mrs. Martin, to entertain the 
young ladies, and as Missouri did not return to 
the house to dress, a message was sent to the 
house where she was supposed to be calling. It 
was then learned that she had not been there 
that day, and her friends immediately became 
alarmed. The police were notified, but the mat- 
ter did not leak out for two days. She was be- 
tween 16 and 17 years old, slight, well formed, 
with blue eyes and brown hair. 

It was thought she had gone away with 
some Western lover, but her sister and all her 
friends denied repeatedly that she had ever 
formed an attachment forany one. The police 
worked almost entirely upon the theory that 
she had gone away ofgher own motion and for 
a base purpose. Her friends refused to be- 
lieve that she had not been forcibly carried 
away and was being detained against her 
will or been murdered. On the morning of 
ees May 30, Joseph Roy, a fisherman, 
found the body of Missouri Watkins floating in 
the river, near the foot of Market-street, Caron- 
delet. No evidence was adduced to show whether 
her death was by suicide or caused by violent 
means, and the case remained a mystery, al- 
though it was believed to be a case of suicide. 

On the 9th inst. Chief of Police Huebler re- 
ceived a letter from the Jefferson City (Mo.) 
penitentiary informing him that in May, 1882, 
Zou Watkins had disappeared in St. Louis, and 
it was thought she had committed suicide. If 
the Chief would send a good man to the peni- 
tentiary the guard would furnish him with 
the means of getting information about the 
murder of the girl. On Sept. 22 a letter 
addressed to Sergt. J. Watkins, was received by 
Sergt. Frank Watkins, of the police. It was 
trom George W. Sears, a convict. He said he 
had written the Chief concerning the sudden dis- 
appearance of Zou Watkins, but had heard 
nothing in reply to the letter. He presumed that 
Sergt. Watkins was a relative and wanted 
him to know that he (the prisoner 
Sears) could show the spot where the 
girl was thrown into the _ river, not 
more than 200 yards from _ the _ bar 
where she was found. The information was 
given to Fred Watkins, of Watkins & Leiber, an 
uncle of the girl. Her father, L. A. Watkins, of 
Denver, was in the city attending the Knights 
Templar conclave. Fred Watkins immediately 
sent for him. The girl’s father prepared to go 
to Jefferson City last night, but another letter 
was received trom the Guard Keister, dated 
Sept. 27, who said that in his opinion the story 
was told by Sears to get into court, with a view 
of making his escape. Mr. Watkins, however, 
left for Jefferson City to-night to investigate the 
matter. 

Before starting he said that he took no stock in 
the last letter of Keister, but thinks there is 
more than smoke in the story. Fred Watkins 
says he thinks the disposition of all the ofticers 
is to discredit the stories connected with the 
matter. They worked so long on it and tollowed 
so many theories that they came to the conclu- 
sion that nothing more could be gotten out of the 
inystery. Mr. Watkins has always adhered to 
the theory that his daugh.er was murdered. It 
is not Known positively who the prisoner is, but 
itis believed at the Circuit Attorney’s office that 
it is George Washington Sears, (colored,) who 
cut a woman’s throat in 1881 and on March 14, 
1882, pleaded guilty to murder in the second de- 
ty and was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
ife.

NEwW-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 29.—For two 
weeks Coroner Mix, of this city, has been some- 
where outside of the State, and the fact has 
caused a great deal of discussion, especially as 
it was known that he had by no means given up 
his investigation of the Wallingford shoe-box 
mystery.

On May 24 a man with a_ bandaged 
hand stopped at the Wallingford Hotel aud regis- 
tered as *' E. E. Layander, Chicago.” Pring says 
that the stranger told him that he hadn’t been 
near Wallingford for 25 years, but that the 
country didn’t seem to change its looks much. 
Other remarks he made showed that he knew 
the neighborhood well and had probably once 
lived there. He hasn’t been seen in Wallingfora 
since the lastof May. Itis now the ruling the- 
ory that the remains did not come to Wallingford 
in the box in which they were found, but in 
another of much the same appearance. Coroner 
Mix is believed to have parts of a box found 
near the Ackley place in Wallingford.

THE RACE AGAIN DELAYED 


LIEUT. HENN NOT SATISFIED 
WITH THE WIND. 

THE MAYFLOWER AND GALATEA STILL 
UNMATCHED IN A “ CUTTER” BREEZE 
—DISCONTENT AMONG YACHTSMEN. 

MARBLEHEAD, Sept. 29.—Another fizzle 
was added to-day to the already long list of un- 
satisfactory attempts on the part of the Galatea 
to have a contest with the Mayflower in a regu- 
lar cutter wind. There was a fine whole-sail 
breeze all the morning, but it was not strong 
enough to suit Lieut. Henn, and according to 

Commodore Hovey’s judgment, it did not fulfill 

the conditions agreed upon in the articles signed 

by Lieut. Henn and Gen. Paine. This after- 
noon every one who expected to see 
an exciting race in a rattling breeze 
has been grumbling, and all manner of criticism 
has been heaped upon everybody who had any- 
thing to do with the postponement. Some 
grumble because Lieut. Henn did not want to 
start without a gale, and others blame Commo- 
dore Hovey because he did not exercise his ar- 


bitrary power as referee to start the yachts, 
whether the gallant Lieutenant liked it or not. 
The most disgusted of all are the people aboard 
the Mayflower. They think that there was 
enough wind to send the craft over the course at 
a rattling rate of speed, and that the owner of 
the cutter should have been willing to take his 
chances. 

A morning more full of promise for just such a 
day as would exactly suit the fastidious taste of 
Lieut. Henn never dawned. When THE TIMES’S 
tug left Boston at 7:30 o’clock lumbermen and 
fishermen were going out of the harbor under 
double reefs, evidently expecting a big blow be- 
fore they got outside. The wind increased in 
force every minute asthe tug went down the 
bay, and at 8:30 the ocean as far as the eye 
could reach was covered by thousands of white 
caps that seemed to fairly boil as they chased 
each other in their wild rush out to sea. ‘It 
looks wicked over there,” said a veteran yachts- 
man. **The yachts will get a good deal more 
breeze than they want before the day is over.” 

At 9 o’clock the wind, which up to this time 
had been blowing from due north, began fetch- 
ing around toward the westward a trifle, and it 
looked like the regular northwester that the old 
salts at Marblehead predicted last night. The 
few small yachts that were sailing about waiting 
for the race were all double reefed, and their 
skippers kept their weather eye open for the big 
blow that they expected would come down on 
them before the big craft conld get under way 
for the starting point. The Mayflower and Gala- 
tea, which lay not more than 100 yards apart in 
Marblehead harbor, tugged impatienjzly at their 
moorings. Shortly after 9 o’clock Commodore 
Hovey notified the yachts to prepare to get un- 
derway, and soon their huge mainsails were flap- 
ping in the breeze. 

Then came the first disappointment of the day. 
At 9:30 o’clock a drizzling rain set in, and 
though it lasted only half an hour, it had a very 
appreciable effect on the wind. When the Gala- 
tea left her moorings at 10:16 and proceeded 
down toward the starting point under her three 
lower sails, the waves were no longer covered 
with whitecaps and the wind seemed to be fast 
dying out. Capt. Bradford had hold of the tiller 
of the cutter, and at his elbow stood Lieut, Henn. 
The Mayflower followed in the wake of the Gal- 
atea and only a few hundred feet behind. 
Edward Burgess was at the Mayflower's 
wheel, while Capt. Ston- watched the sails 
of his yacht and his crew. Near the 
Captain was Capt. Crocker, who sailed on the 
Maytiower as a guest. The Mayflower reached 
Halfway Rock at 10:53, and the Galatea came 
down by the starting line at 11:05. The Mobican, 
the judges’ yacht, meanwhile had dropped 
anchor an eighth of a mile east by south from Half- 
way Rock, and Commodore Hovey announced 
that the following course would be sailed: 
From the starting line, between the Mohican 
and Halfway Rock, to and around Davis Buoy, 
off Milot’s Light, thence to Egg Rock and back 
to the finishing line. 

The wind, which had slackened considerably 
during the shower, was now blowing a good sail- 
ing breeze, but it was evidently not such a wind 
as Lieut. Henn required... At.11:10 the Maytiow- 
er and Galatea put up elub topsails and carried 
thew easily as they stood offand on in the vicin- 
ity of the starting line. At 11:30 the wind, 
which was then northwest by one-half north, 
began to freshen again, and it was not. long be- 
fore the whole bay was covered with whitecaps. 
It seemed.as.if the most fastidious yachtsman 
could not have wished more perfect conditions 
for a contest, and every one expected to hear the 
starting signal at once. Time wore on, however, 
and at noon there were no signs of astart, 
though no one could understand why the yachts 
were not taking advantage of the strong wind, 
The Mayflower stood off and on behind the line, 
and seemed to be ready to jump across ata 
moment's warning. The Galatea, on the other 
hand, appeared to beutterly oblivious of the 
fact that she had an important race on hand, 
and sailed about miles from the judges’ boat. At 
12:30 one of the committee went aboard the 
Galatea to ask Lieut. Henn if he wished to race. 
The Lieutenant replied that the wind was not as 
strong as required by the conditions of tre con- 
test. Commodore Hovey agreed with him, and 
at 1 o’clock announced that the race was post- 
poned until to-morrow. 

Every one is disgusted at the way the affair 
turned out, especially as nine out of every ten 
yachtsmen in Marblehead seem to think that the 
race should have been started. Lieut. Henn 
said: ‘‘ It’s too bad we didn’t have more wind to- 
day. I thought in the morning that we should 
= a good breeze, but the rain seemed to kill it 


‘ “ i Saag there be any race after to-morrow morn- 
ng ?’ 

“ThatI can’t say. You know this raceisa 
proposition from Gen. Paine. He proposed the 
race and drew up all the conditions, and I agreed 
to them. At first it was written a working topsail 
breeze, but we scratched that out, and now itis 
to be a breeze when only lower sails can be car- 
ried. This match runs out to-morrow, and unless 
I hear something more I shall consider it all off. 
We are ready tu race at any time, but Gen. Paine 
made the first proposition, and [ shall make no 
proposal unless I hear from him. I understand 
thai he wants to Jay his boat up, so I suppose it 
will be all off unless we get a good wind to-mor- 
row.’

ENTHUSIASTIO FOR ANDREW. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATS LIKELY 
TO NOMINATE HIM UNANIMOUSLY. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 29.—It, looks to- 
night asif John F. Andrew would receive the 
Democratic nomination for Governor to- 
morrow by an almost unanimous vote 
and, strange as this may appear, possibly 
without even the formality of a ballot. The 
sentiment in his favor has _ increased 


over night and is surprisingly hearty among the 
representatives from all sections of the State, 
and from all wings ofthe party. Indeed, among 
the crowd of delegates that thronged the lobby 
ot the Bay State House this evening those dis- 

sed to question the advisability of his nomina- 
tion could be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
Nothing more surprising than this has come out 
of Bay State politics for many, many years. The 
tide set heavily toward ‘him on the arrival 
of the Boston delegation. It increased with 
the incoming of the Springfield and other 
western men, and finally the Worcester crowd 
had ahasty consultation, resulting in the an- 
nouncement that they were ready to swing into 
line for the son of the war Governor. Nothing 
to this hour has occurred to suggest any ebb in 
this feeling, nor does it now seem likely that to- 
morrow willdevelop any material opposition to 
his candidacy. It would have to be a pretty 
strong current to prove successful. 

The only doubt entertained by any was as to 
the feeling of Farmer Grinnell in the matter. 
but even this was set at rest when James B. 
Carroll, of Springfield, came fresh from 
a conference with George M. Stearns, who 
begged him to stop all mention of his 
name, and declared that both he and 
Grinnell were in favor of Andrew’s 
nomination. Mr. Carroll suggested that Grin- 
nell be put in the second place on the ticket, 
and quoted Samuel Bowles, of the Springfield 
Republican, as predicting that Andrewfand Grin- 
nell would sweep the State. That is a suggestion 
that will take with the convention, though 
no attempt has yet been made to press Grinnell 
for the second place. The general feeling is that 
Grinnell will not care to run again as the tail of 
the ticket, but he has been telegraphed for and it 
is hoped will be here to-morrow. In any event, 
his brother-in-law, John E. Russell, will be here 
to speak for him. Mayor Russell's friends are 
now pronounced for Andrew, and Thomas Drew, 
an old friena of the war Governor, is enthusias- 
tic in support of his son. 

The sentiment is about as hearty in favor of 
Senator Douglass for second place, but the Sen- 
ator was on hand early and discountenanced all 
movements to put him on the ticket. He wants 
to run for the Senate again he says. His 
friends have been laboring with him all 
the evening, but with little effect. Senator 
Rollin Howard, of Fall River, to whom many of 
the delegates turn if Douglass is out of the ques- 
tion, is of the same mind. Heis sure of are- 
turn to the Senate, where he can do the most 
good for the laboring classes, and he announces 
that he will not accept a nomination on the Na- 
tional Labor ticket if tendered.

FEW DUELS IN FRANCE. 

Paris, Sept. 29.—Gen. Boulanger, Minis- 
ter of War, desiring to secure from the Govern- 
ment an appropriation of $25,000,000 for new 
explosive bombs recently invited the Budget 
Committee to witness the experiments he was 
carrying on in private. The experiments were 
made with a monster mortar designed as a type 
for the destruction of fortifications. The missile 
thrown explodes: with’ exceedingly destruc- 
tive effect. It is charged with a new 
explosive, of whose composition Gen. Bou- 
langer and his associates alone possess 


the secret. The compound, however, is admitted 
to have all the power of guncotton with none of 
its defects, and is said, in addition, to be easily 
transportable and to be free from liability to 
spontaneous ignition. It is stated that the 
Budget Committee were not only highly satisfied 
and pleased with the results of the experiments, 
but promised to support Gen. Boulanger’s de- 
mand fur the large special appropriation. 

The Jowrnal des Débats, reterring to the advice 
of the Berlin National Gazette that. France annex 
Tripoh, says: “‘Itis very natural that the Na- 
tional Gazette should wish to send us to Tripoli. 
It isequally natural that we should resist the 
temptation to follow its disinterested advice. 
Regarding Egypt the English are deluded if they 
believe that France is disposed to sell so cheaply 
her claims there. Itis her indisputable right to 
forbid any other maritime power from definitely 
seizing Egypt. French feeling must not be 
judged by the refusal of the Chambers to co-ope- 
rate-with England in Egyptin 1882. The pub- 
lic opinion of France has since recognized 
that th@Chambers then made a mistake. The 
annexation of Tonquin has created another in- 
terest for France, rendering the neutralization 
of the Suez Canal necessary. British occupation 
of Egypt. despite France, would produce a last- 
ing feeling of resentment and destroy all hope of 
a good understanding between France and Eng- 
land for a long period. This prospect, while it 
would in no way incommode Germany, would be 
a source of sadness and anxiety to France. The 
French people hope and gladly believe that the 
majority of the British people have patriotism 
and intelligence enough to prevent such an 
eventuality.” 

The Paris as warmly indorse the 
firmness of Premier de Freycinet’s language. 
Le National says: **We have no: concern with 
Tripoli, and will not go there. Our interests lie 
in Egypt and nowhere else, and we shall enforce 
our rights.” M.de Freycinet arrived at Mont- 
pee to-day, and was enthusiastically received 
»y the people.

A MILLIONAIRE CANDIDATE 


OLIVER AMES FOR GOVERNOR 


OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION PASSES 
OFF SMOOTHLY—A STRONG TEMPER- 
ANCE PLATFORM. 


Boston, Sept. 29.—It looked very much 
as though the “old guard,” of the Republican 
Party had left Henry Cabot Lodge to fun the 
Republican State Convention alone to-day. The 
long list of Vice-Presidents at large, em: 
bracing the two Massachusetts Senators, 
most of the members of Congress, and the 
President of the State Senate, was chiefly re- 
markable for the absence of nearly every promi- 
nent man in it, and the convention burst into a 
guffaw when the Vice-Presidents were invited 
to take seats on the platform dnd no one of the 
great men responded. It was a huge convention 
in numbers, but the great men of the party were 
not there, and its quality was very much inferior 
to that body of men which, three years ago, 
placed George D. Robinson in nomination 
against Gen. Butler. The convention was de 
cidedly conventional and lacked enthusiasm, 


mention of the name of Gov. Robinson eliciting 
perhaps, the most earnest plaudits of the day, 
although Chairman Lodge received hearty rec 
ognition upon ascending the platform. ‘The lact 
of anything like a contest for the chief honoi 
was the main factor in this lack of enthusiasm 
There was nothing to work for; nothing to warn 
the delegates into a semblance of enthusiasm 
So strong was the cause of Oliver Ames, so well 
oiled were the moving springs of the convention, 
that the slight opposition which existed to hig 
candidacy had not strength enough to stan 

alone and make itself felt in the slightest degree. 

In opening the convention Chairman of thé 
State Committee Gould followed the lead oi 
prominent Republican leaders in other Stated 
and went back to 1861 for his weapons of attack 
upon the Democracy. Permanent Chairman 
Lodge, on the other hand, confined himself main 
ly to the vital issues of the day, and was all thé 
more effective. He held the attention of th¢ 
1,127 delegates by the injection into his speeck 
ot bits of humor here and there, but th¢ 
propositions presented contained little that 
was new or daring in character. The President 
Secretary Bayard, Attorney-General Garland, 
and other prominent public officials came in fot 
a share of eriticism and condemnation, as did 
the Morrison tariff measure, while in the latter 
case he did not state, except inferentially, his 
own views on the matter. He urged an ad- 
vanced position for the Republican Party on 
labor aay anda strict enforcement of ex- 
isting liquor laws. 

The resolutions were very much in line with 
Mr. Lodge’s speech. Their main features were 
exactly the same as indicated in the dispatches 
last night. The only plank which seemed to 
arouse the convention was that demanding the 
submission of a constitutional prohibition amend- 
ment. This was received with vigorous clapping 
of hands by the friends of prohibition, while 
those planks treating of fisheries and labor ques- 
tions were received with marked indifference. 
Senavor Dunbar, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, caused about the only 
ripple of excitement of the day, when, 
at the conclusion of the reading of 
the platform, with characteristic bluntness and 
independence, he straightened himself up, thrust 
his hands deep down into his pockeis, and quiet- 
ly told the convention that he dissented trom 
the resolution favoring the submission of a pro- 
hibitory amendment to the Constitution. 
As he took his seat he received 
the reward of most tellers of unwel- 
come truths in the general hissing which 
came from all parts of the house, smothering the 
scattered applause of those in sympathy with 
the Chairman. There were doubtless a few hun- 
dred, more or less,in the crowded convention 
who were in harmony with Chairman Dunbar on 
this question, but, unlike him, they lacked the 
courage of their convictions, for when the ques- 
tion of the adoption of the platform was put to 
the vote it was accepted without a dissenting 
voice. It was as follows: 


We, the Republicans of Massachusetts, in conven: 
tion assembled, declare anew allegiance to those 
fundamental principles upon which our Government 
is founded, andto which, in its past history, our 
party has ever been dovoted. 

Recognizing in intemperance thé destroyer of 
manhood. the means of corruption in politics, and 
the most fruitful source of pauperism and crime, we 
imperatively afiirm that both patriotism and philan- 
thropy demand amost strict enforcement of the laws 
enacted to suppress this enormous evil. The prac. 
tical difficulty in dealing with cases of violation of 
the liquor law is the great number of such actions 
which come to the Superior Court on appeal 
from the inferior courts. So numerous are they 
in some portions of the Commonwealth that itis 
impossible to try them all with the present facili- 
ties, and thus the constitutional right of appeal, 
which cannot be abridged, too often secures im- 
munity to law-breakers. This should be remedied, 
and we urge the Legislature to provide additional 
and frequent sessions of the Superior Court wher- 
ever needful and such other facilities as will insure 
the thorough and speedy trial of all these cases. We 
pledge ourselves to support as a candidate for office 
no man who is afraid or unwilling to do his whole 
oe in enforcing the laws, and to favor atall times 
such further legislation as may be necessary to 
render the existing laws more elfYective. Believing 
also that whenever a great public question demands 
settlement an opportunity should te given the peo- 
ple to express their opinion thereupon, we favor the 
submission to the people of an amendment to our 
Constitution prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of alcoholic liquor to be used as a beverage. 

We give to the Civil Service acts passed by the 
Republican Congress and the Republican Legis. 
lature of this Commonwealth our hearty ap- 
proval and support. We will oppose all open 
or covert attacks upon them ‘and encourage nd 
action which tends to impair their efficiency. Fit- 
ness. not political influence, should determine ap- 
pointments to ofiice; removals should be made for 
cause alone, and incumbents should be freed trom 
enforced partisan duty and assessment. We favor 
the extension of these principles to all business offi- 
ces in the State and Nation. 

Holding it to be a fundamental principle that the 
best Government is that which encourages and se- 
cures the greatest liberty of individual action con- 
sistent with the rights of others, the Republican 
Party looks with disfavor upon legislation which 
unnecessarily interferes with such liberty. It does 
not hesitate, however, to correct evils growing out 
of inequality of condition, as far as thev may be 
wisely changed by legislation, and its reeord in 
behalf of .the interests of labor has no 
parallel. During the year our Republican Legisla- 
ture has enacted laws requiring weekly payments of 
wages by Sere reports of accidents in facto, 
ries, the posting of additional notices of the hours of 
labor therein, that means of communication shall be 
provided with engineers’ rooms and other rooms in 
manufacturing establishments where steam is used 
as the motive power, and an act establishing a State 
Board of Arbitration. The solid vote of the Demo: 
cratic members of the Senate against the bill relating 
to the liability ofemployers for injuries sustained by 
employes in their service, which prevented its pas. 
sage, Was contrary to the Democratic professions 
and was an injustice to workmen. Justice and fair- 
ness demand a calm, dispassionate, non-partisan ex- 
amination of the principle of employers’ liability, 
tree from selfishness and demagogism, and the enact. 
ment of alaw Which, while carefuily euarding the 
rights of employers, shall afford adequate protection 
to employes. 

We favor the most stringent enforcement or the 
laws forbidding the importation of foreign contract 
labor, to compete with American labor, and such 
legislation relative to the employment of convicts 
as shall prevent their products from entering into 
equal competition with otherfiabor. All men have 
the mght tomake lawfnl contracts, including those 
of their own labor as that of others, without inter- 
ference or molestation, and we condemn as unjust 
and subversive, both of privete right and public 
interest, all attempts by coercion or intimidation 
to interfere with such rights. The Republican Party, 
true toits instincts and principles, will deal with 
the interests of both labor ana capital in the spirit of 

ual and exact justice. 

he gratitude and esteem which tho Republican 
Party feels for the soldiers and sailors of the late 
war has never failed of expression either in word or 
deed.

Just here the ticket will meet with a 
most determined opposition from the clement of 
ultra Prohibitionists led by Mr. Henry Faxon, 
the Quincy apostle of temperance. Already 
Brother Faxon,as he is commonly ealled, has 
declared war upon the ticket, and announced 
that he will fight it tooth and nail. It is improb- 
able that this will materially affect the final re- 
sult, but is one of the elements that will enter 
into the campaign and may give the Prohibition 
ticket already nominated a much larger yote 
than it would otherwise receive.

The Chairman was then authorized to appoint 
an Executive Committee to have charge of the 
campaign, and the matter of informing Judge 
Peckham was left to a special committee of five 
members, The Executive Committee, when ap- 
pointed, was given charge of all matters pertain- 
ing to getting out the Democratic voters in favor 
of holding a Constitutional Convention. 

Rufus W. Peckham was born in Albany about 
49 years ago. He was graduated from the 
Albany Academy at the age of 18, and after 
three years’ study in the law office of Cott & 
Peckham he was admitted to the Bar. He sub- 
sequently became a member of the firm, and was 
afterward its head. He became District Attor- 
ney of Albany County in 1869. In the well 
known case involying the taxation of banks, 
which came up before the United States Su- 
preme Court in 1881, he was successful over 
Senator Edmunds, the opposing counsel. He 
was at one time Corporation Counsel of Albany, 
and in 1883 was elected to the Supreme Court 
Bench for a term of 14 years. His father, Rufus 
W. Peckham, now dead, was a Judge of the 
Court of Appeals. The present nominee has al- 
ways been a conspicuous Democrat. He served 
as President of the Albany County Democratic 
Committee for several years, and has heen a 
notable figure at nearly all the Democratic 
State and National Conventions tor some time.

RUFUS W. PECKHAM 
THE COURT OF APPEALS, 
TAMMANY FORCED TO YIELD BUT MAK- 
ING A SAVAGE ATTACK ON CLEVE- 
LAND AND CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

With the news that Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Charles Daniels, of Buffalo, had been nomi- | 
nated by the Republicans ringing in their ears, 
the members of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee gathered in the meeting parlor on the second | 
floor of the Hoffman House soon after 1 o’clock 
yesterday and unanimously agreed to the nomi- 
nation of Rufus W. Peckham, of Albany. The 
session was varied by an attack on the civil 
service reform policy of President Cleveland 
by W. Bourke Cockran, whe was supported by 
Sheriff Hugh J. Grant and Edward Cahill, of 
Tammany Hall, and Col. Michael C. Murphy, of 
the County Democracy. Mayor Grace said that 
Col, Murphy simply expressed his own views by 
the vote, and notthe views held by the Mayor 
himself. 

Before the committee convened there was a 
great deal of caucusing between the adherents of 
Gov. Hill and the fricnds of Mr. Peckham. Tbe 
corridors and parlors of the Hoffman Hous¢ 
were crowded with Demgcratic statesmen, who 
discussed the situation from every conceivable 
standpoint. Prominent among the country 
Democrats were Insurance Superintendent Rob- 
ert A. Maxwell, ex-Attorney-General Schoon-

The 
friends of Judge Peckham were quiet and confi- 
dent, and the news which was constantly being 
received from the Republican Committee at the 
Gilsey House tended to strengthen their faith in 
the ‘defeat of the opposition forces. Juage 
Muller and John O’Brien, with their Tammany 
lieutenants, could not be persuaded that all 
hope was lost. They sent Charles P. Bacon up 
to see some of the Republicans, and he was au- 
thorized to present the names of Calyin Frost, of 
Westchester; Esek Cowan, of Rensselaer, and 
George B. Bradiey, of Steuben County, as men, 
any one of whom would be perfectly satis- 
factory to the Democratic Committee. Mr. Ba- 
con returned with the news that Judge Daniels 
had been nominated. 

“Then let us go down and nominate Peck- 
ham,” remarked Judge Muller. John O’Brien 
said ditto, ana, with Nicholas Haughton at the 
head, the members of the defeated and out- 
witted combination walked down Stairs to the 
floor below and along the hall to the committee 
room.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In alate number of your valuable paper 
Inoticed a communication dated at Scranton, 
Penn., headed “‘ Coal Stolen in Transit,” stating 
that atleast 60,000 tons of coal were stolen 
from the carrying companies every year, and 
that “ every station along a coal-carrying road 
hasitscomplement of coal thieves,” evidently 
written to excuse one ormore of the coal com- 


panies centring at that place for the shortage 
of coal sent out to their customers, This is rather 
a startling statement, particularly that showing 
the thefts and depravity, not only on the part of 
the thieves, but the community in preventing 
their conviction and punishment. 

It may be true in a few isolated cases, but it is 
a vile slander when applied to every station. 
The writer evidently, in addition to accounting 
for the shortage in coal sent out, intended to 
excite the sympathy of the public in favor of the 
coal companies, as the victims of outrageous 
thefts, and the prejudices of the communi- 
ty about the stations by representing that 
there was no protection for the companies’ 
property.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
Yor to-day, in this city, fair weather, followed 
by rain, slightly warmer westerly winds. 

Mr. BourKE COCKRAN is a very fair repre- 
sentative of Tammany Hall.

Buthe could not persuade his fellow- 
members of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee to agree with him in denouncing the re- 
form yesterday. They may, as he declares, 
sympathize with his sentiments, but they 
have, most of them, a reputation for com- 
mon sense such as does not embarrass Mr. 
COcKRAN. 


The nomination of OLIvER AMES for Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts by the Republican 
Convention yesterday isa melancholy evi- 
dence of the decadence of the party in what 
was one of itsstrongholds in the days of its 
vigor. Nothing but Mr. AmxEs’s money ever 
gave him the opportunity in politics which 
the Republican managers in Massachu- 
setts so cheerfully opened to him. 
Neither by character nor ability had 
he shown himself fitted for public serv- 
ice, nor was there any evidence of his 
devotion to principles of any kind. He 
conceived an ambition for politics and his 
money paved the way, and now he is made 
a candidate for the seat once occupied by 
Jonn A. ANDREW, because he is willing to 
pay liberally for the honor by contributing 
to campaign funds. Nothing that he has 
ever done or shown himself capable of doing 
affords any other explanation of his nomi- 
nation. 


MAURICE B. FLYNN is reported as saying 
that the MULLER referred to in his letter to 
Ww. VY. Smits asking employment for a 
friend of Judge DoNOHUTE was not Judge 
MULLER, of the Court of Claims, but Con- 
gressman MULLER. If this is true, it lets 
out one Judge from the position of med- 
dling in this particular case in the distribu- 
tion of patronage which FLYNN was sup- 
posed to control, but leaves the other with 
bis skirts in the mire. We apologize to 
MuLLER, of Chemung, and congratulate 
him that here was one small case of patron- 
age-mongering in the aqueduct ring in 

which he was not concerned, as we under 

stand that his namesake is ready to shoulder 
the offense. 


AEE FURAN TT TENT 


Atthe reception given to him by the people 
af Albuquerque Gen. MILES expressed the 
{ndignation of an honest soldier at the efforts 
that have been made to belittle the work 
of the army in the Southwest. It was 
only last year that many of the in- 
habitants of Arizona and New-Mexico 
proposed to take the work of hunt- 
ing Apaches away from the army al- 
together and to confide it to volunteers. 
Yhis proposition found some favor in Con- 


gress. In point of fact it has very seldom 
fallen to the lot of any army to do so much 
hard and dangerous work as has been done 
by our troops on the ‘rcutier, with so lit- 
tle recognition of its courage and efficiency, 
It is quite possible that some of the critics 
of last year were among Gen. MILEs’s hear- 
ers, and itis ta be hoped, though hardly to 
be believed, that they had the grace to be 
ashamed of themselves. 


The new regulation issued yesterday by 
the United States Civil Service Commission 
relating to the certification of veterans is a 
very fair way of treating an obscure and 
rather complicated question. By this reg- 
ulation, whenever a request is made for 
names from the eligible list four names of 
veterans are certified if they can be 
found. They are taken by preference 
from ‘States entitled to appointments 
if possible, but if not they are taken 
from other States. This is fair to the 
soldiers and sailors, because it gives 
them a_ better chance of appointment, 
and it is better for the service, since there 
is achoice among four names. It is also 
fairer to civilians, who have heretofore 
been certified with the veterans when they 
could not be chosen, and when they lost one 
of the three certifications to which they are 
limited. 


ACTION OF THE COMMITTEES. 

There is not much doubt that if the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee had been agreed 
at its Saratoga meeting in presenting Rurus 
W. PECKHAM as its candidate for Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, he would have been 
accepted by the Republican Committee. 
The principle of keeping the choice of 
Judges out of party contests when it can 
properly be done is generally approved, and 
there is no better method of giving it effect 
than an agreement on the part of nominat- 
ing bodies to support the same candidate if 
he is presented purely on his merits. The 
fact that Judge MILLER, whose term is 
about to expire, was originally elected as a 
Democrat gave his party a conceded priority 
of right in expressing a preference, and the 
State Committee hadwn opportunity to give 
expression to that preference. But instead 
of agreeing upon Judge PECKHAM for its 
choice as a man conspicuously fit for the 
place and having the undivided support of 
the party, the committee had a contest over 

the subject which resulted in the postpone- 
ment of the nomination. The proposition 
to have a conference with the Republican 
Committee in regard to the choice of a union 
candidate sprahg from opposition to Judge 
PECKHAM, and was intended to defeat his 
nomination. Itresulted in disclosing a di- 
vision in the Democratic Committee and 
among the leaders of the party on the ques- 
tion, and gave an aspect of intrigue and po- 
litical bargain to the effort ‘to bring about 
an agreement between the committees for 
the support of a common candidate. 

This situation left tothe Republican Com- 
mittee only one clear course to pursue, free 
from all suspicion of taking part in deter- 
mining the choice of a Democratic candi- 
date and allying itself to one side or the 
othér of a Democratic controversy, and that 
was to namea candidate ofits own, a Re- 
publican who would be recognized as every 
way fit for the office and worthy of support 
regardless of party considerations. This it 
did in the unanimous nomination of Judge 
CHARLES DANIELS, of Buffalo. No better 
choice could have been madé. Judge DANIELS 
has long been on the bench of the Supreme 
Courtin the Eighth District and has be- 
come well known in this city from his fre- 
quent assignment to sit on the bench of 
both Special and General Terms in this dis- 
trict. He has shown himself one of the 
ablest and most upright of the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of the State and well 
qualified for a place on the bench of the 
Court of Appeals. 

After the nomination of Dantets had 
been made the Democratic Committee 
made a great show of unanimity in agree- 
ing without opposition to the candidacy of 
Judge PECKHAM. MULLER, of Chemung, 
who had been the chief agent in produ- 
cing division and embarrassment, was 
prompt to express his unqualified approval 
of the choice, and even BOURKE COCKRAN 
affected indignation that he should have 
been represented as at any time opposed to 
the nomination of so upright and fair-mind- 
ed a Judge as Mr. PeckHamM. The fact, 
nevertheless remains that MULLER and 
COcKRAN and other followers of Gov. HILL 
prevented his nomination at Saratoga and 
brought about the situation which induced 
the Republican Committee to place a candi- 
date of its own in the field. Notwithstand- 
ing all this PECKHAM will doubtless receive 
the united support of his own party. He is 
an able and upright Judge and every way 
worthy of a place on the bench which 
was once adorned by his father. The 
people are to be congratulated that 
while there are two candidates presented 
for their support, both are well qualified 
and the bench of the Court of Appeals will 
suffer notbing from the election of either. 
We venture the belief, however, that Judge 
DANIELS, whose judicial experience and 
training are superior to those of his rival, 
is the stronger and more fully equipped 
Judge and would add more to the strength 
and dignity of the court. From a purely 
non-partisan point of view he is to be pre- 
ferred, and we should be glad tosee him 
elected. 

The Democratic Committee gave a cor- 
dial and hearty approval to President 

CLEVELAND and his Administration but 
coupled it with an almost equally fervid 
approval of Gov. H1x1 and his administra- 
tion, which in principle and practice is of a 
character so different as to make the juxta- 
position of commendations almost ludicrous 
to any but a partisan body bent upon 
atleast the semblance of harmony. The 
effort of Tammany’s mouthpiece, BOURKE 
COcKRAN, to get the committee to accept a 
statement of the political doctrines of HiLL 
as opposed to those of CLEVELAND was voted 
down by an overwhelming majority, which 
gives ground for hoping that the commenda- 
tion of the National Administration was 
that in which the real sentiment of the 
committee found expression. The Repub- 
lican Committee’s platform is not yet made 
public, but it as understood to contain a 
Meclaration in favor of a constitutional 
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convention, the importance of which is due 
in only a small degree to the opportunity it 
, will give for dealing with the temperance 


question. 
SATE PEA LET OTA LAER 


MR, ‘HENRY GEORGE, 

Those who have watched with interest, 
and not without admiration, the remarka- 
ble career of Mr. HENRY GEORGE, will 
await with some curiosity the statement he 
will make in entering formally upon his 
canvass next week. That he sincerely be- 
lieves that that canvass, whether successful 
‘or not, will in some way advance the in- 
terests of the class he represents and to 
which he belongs, cannot, of course, be 
doubted. It will be interesting to know, 
however, in what way he thinks this 
effect is to be produced. He is the 
chosen leader of the workingmeg in their 
separate political action for the first time in 
the largest industrial and business centre 
of the United States. He is far and away 
the superior in mental vigor and personal 
force of any leader of his Class that has oc- 
cupied a position nearly so conspicuous. 
He can do much to enlighten the public as 
to the specific aims of his party, and he can 
do much, also, in defining those aims to the 
party itself, which has not the clearest 
notion as yet of what it wants. 

It is to be assumed that Mr. GEORGE does 
not seek the office of Mayor with any 
thought that he can directly promote the 
application of his peculiar theories of the 
tenure of land and the scope and methods 
and purpose of taxation. Indirectly his 
canvass, and still more his election, would 
of course make those theories known to 
many who have heretofore been ignorant of 
or indifferent to them. But nothing he 
could do as Mayor if he were 
to be chosen would put in practice 
any of his notions. Nor, for that matter, are 
we aware of any ideas entertained by the 
workingmen, on which the functions of 
Mayor would directly bear. The Mayor 
could not change the hours of labor or com- 
pel employers to employ only union men or 
regulate the number of apprentices or ad- 
vance wages or legalize boycotting. He 
could not even prevent the police from sup- 
pressing interference by strikers with 
men who had taken their places, or influ- 
ence the courts in dealing with disturbers 
of the peace or violators of the law. His 
work is confined almost wholly to the selec- 
tion of city officers and to seeing that 
they do their duty under the law, but the 
law defines their duty and the Mayor can- 
not changeit. Yetit isnotto be questioned 
that Mr. GEorGE thinks that, as Mayor, he 
could advance the cause of organized labor, 
and we shall be extremely interested in 
knowing how he thinks he could do it. 

In the meantime, it is plain that as a can- 
didate, as the representative and leader of 
his party, occupying that post, as is gener- 
ally understood, by the free choice of the 
party, and without intrigue or undue effort 
on his part, Mr. GEORGE can, whether he be 
elected or not, do valuable service to the 
party. Heisa believer in the principle of 
free trade, which is, in substance, that the 
interests of every man can be best served by 
guarding for him entire liberty in the con- 
trol of his own affairs, so long as he does not 
infringeon therights of others, and especially 
by guarding for him the liberty to sell and 
to buy wherever and however he deems 
best. Now, there is no commodity in the 
market of such great importance as man’s 
labor, and none which requiressuch absolute 
freedom of contract to enable it to be ex- 
changed with the greatest profit for all con- 
eerned. It is known to Mr. GEORGE, as it is 
to all intelligent persons, that this lib- 
erty has not always been respected 
by trades unions; that in many in- 
stances it has been interfered with by 
physical or by moral coercion. It would 
certainly be a good thing for the communi- 
ty and for the workingmen especially if 
Mr. GEORGE should use his independent po- 
sition as a leader to enforce upon his follow- 
ers the duty and the necessity of absolutely 
respecting the right of other men to dispose 
of their labor on such terms as may suit 
them. And it would equally be an obvious 
service to his party if he should condemn 
with his characteristic clearness and force 
that principle of arbitrary interference with 
trade which is the same in “ boycotting” as 
it is in the high protective tariff. 

It would also be of the greatest value to 
the interests of the workingmen if Mr. 
GEORGE should see his way clear to impress 
upon his followers the importance to them 
of maintaining and extending the system of 
civil service reform in municipal affairs. 
Their interest in that is greater than 
that of any other class, both be- 
cause, as taxpayers, they have a right 
to the best work at the least 
cost, and because, as voters, they 
have the greatest need that the suf- 
frage should not be corrupted. There is no 
guarantee possible for the independence of 
the great body of voters and for giving full 
weight to every honest vote so strong and 
so practical as the abolition of the spoils 
system. In this Mr. GEORGE could render 
essential aid. 


WIGGINS. 

The hubbub that has been made about 
the prediction ‘by W1GGins that a great 
storm would occur on the 29th of September 
is a melancholy illustration how little the 
spread of education, of which we boast, has 
done toward diminishing the gullibility of 
human nature. That the man WIGGINs is 
either a lunatic or a charlatan is self-evi- 
dent. In nothing has a greater advance 
been made by the introduction of the 
electric telegraph than in the means of 
forecasting the weather. All civilized nations 
maintain corps of trained observers who 
report to a central burean, which is thus 
put in possession concerning the weather 
which prevails over a considerable area 
almost as soon as the facts are noted. The 
enormous area of our own country and 
the increasing thoroughness and ex- 
tent of the observations enable the 
Signal Service to map the progress 
of a storm while it is actually going 
on, and its future course can be predicted 
with a close approach to absolute accuracy. 
We have thus facilities for foretelling the 
weather such as have never existed any- 
where until within a few years, and they 
are perhaps more complete, by reason of the 
extent of the territory included under one 
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system of observation, than are even now 
possessed by any other country. 

Everybody knows this to be the case, 
Scarcely any man or woman or child who 
is able to read a daily newspaper fails to 
note the predictions it contains. The

not venture to make any forecast for a 
period much longer than a single day. How 
can such persons fail to know that a man 
who pretends to know about the weather 
weeks in advance is necessarily a humbug? 
One can understand how the negroes and 
the most ignorant whites of Charleston, 
frightened by a series of shocks and prone 
to the superstition that attends their ig- 
norance, should be impressed by any 
prophecy of disaster that is delivered 
in a dogmatic and solemn way. By 
cultivating dogmatism and_ solemnity 
fortune tellers and astrologers make 
their living out of the credulity of 
people who are intellectually on the 
plane of the ignorant negroes of Charleston, 
although they may be very superior to the 
negroes in what passes for education. It is 
not so easy to see.why even the most igno- 
rant people should be impressed by the mere 
announcement that aman who has not had 
the opportunity to impose upon them with 
the airs and the apparatus of a magician, and 
about whom they know nothing except that 
he bears the unimpressive name of WIGGINS, 
had predicted a great storm for a certain day. 
The anxiety caused by the absurd WiGGIns 
has not been confined to people who cannot 
be expected to know the difference between 
science and hocus-pocus. It has been 
shared by thousands of persons who ought 
to be ashamed of themselves for paying any 
attention to the assertions of a man who 
pretends to substantiate his assertions by 
gibberish about ‘his dark moon” and his 
“second satellite of theearth.” Ifthere had 
been a great storm yesterday instead of alack 
of wind enough to sail a yacht race in, the 
people who have been impressed by WiG- 
GINS would receive any further predictions 
of his as gospel. It isto be feared that his 
failure will not destroy their faith. In 
fact, WIGGINns has no “ record” as a prophet, 
and he has scarcely made even the average 
of lucky guesses that might be expected 
from any silly and idle person who devoted 
himself to guessing about the weather. 
Neither this nor any other  reason- 
able consideration could affect those 
who are capable of being impressed 
by any absurdity that is promulgated with 
an air of infallibility. It really does not 
seem that the progress tf knowledge has 
done very much toward saving multitudes 
of people from the grossest and most base- 
less delusions. Men who are capable of be- 
lieving in WIGGINS would be quite capable 
of drowning their neighbors for witches if 
their credulity happened to take that dan- 
gerous turn. 


TO PUT DOWN THE DIVES. 

It is a notorious fact that there are many 
places of vile resort in this city which have 
been denied excise licenses but in which 
the sale of liquor goes on almost without 
interruption. Now and then the police 
make what is termed a “raid” on these 
placesand afew bartenders or waiters are 
arrested. Bail is. promptly furnished, and 
that is usually the last that is heard of the 
cases. The liquor selling goes on as before, 
the police.take shelter behind the fact that 
they have made arrests, the police magis- 
trates content themselves with showing 
that they have held the prisoners, and the 
District Attorney makes it clear that with 
prison cases awaiting trial he has not the 
facilities for pushing excise cases. 

This has been the condition of affairs in 
this city for years, and asa result vile re- 
sorts have multiplied and they have en- 
joyed comparative immunity from police 
visitation. It does not seem to have oc- 
curred to the authorities that they can do 
otherwise than has been the custom, despite 
the fact that their usual method fails to 
bring about an abatement of the evil they 
are presumably aiming to suppress. If they 
are really in earnest they should adopt some 
other plan of procedure than the one so 
long in vogue. 

The police, in making arrests for viola- 
tions of the excise law, seem to have been 
under the impression that only those en- 
gaged in the actual vending or handling of 
liquors are liable. Butthis is clearly not 
the purpose of the law nor is it common 
sense. The real culprit in every case is the 
proprietor or owner of the unlicensed dive. 
He is responsible legally as well as morally 
for the selling and it is he who should be 
arrested. There is no use in keeping up the 
farce of arresting bartenders and waiters. 
Let the police confine themselves to arrest- 
ing the actual or ostensible owners and see 
if this course is not followed by better 
results. 

In doing this it is well for the police to 
bear in mind that their duty is not ended 
by a single arrest of the person engaged in 
unlawfully selling liquor. If they have ar- 
rested the owner of a gin mill and the sale 
of liquor is continued they may go on ar- 
resting him until the violations of law 
cease. Each glass of liquor sold makes a 
separate offense, and the police can make it 
so burdensome for the proprietor of an un- 
licensed place that he will find it to his in- 
terest to close up his shop. There is no 
hardship in such a course of procedure. 
The persons against whom it would be 
aimed have it within their own power to 
putastop to it. All- they need do is to 
obey the law and cease selling liquor. They 
cannot be arrested if they are committing 
no offense, and if they are violating the law 
they ought to be arrested. The community, 
which is interested in having unlicensed 
dives suppressed, would encourage the use 

of any legal means that would accomplish 
this result.

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CIVIL SERVICE OHANGES. 


THE RULES MODIFIED REGARDING THE 
APPOINTMENT OF SOLDIERS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—By an order of 
the Civil Service Commissioners a new method 
of dealing with soldier applicants for office has 


the Revised Statutes. The result was in every 


instance the compulsory appointm 
soldier, while the ¢ fs aaa eS ccbtaone 


of the three certifications to which alone they are 


entitled. The order made by the commission is | 


as follows: 


_ “It is directed that upon apy requisition bein 
made by an appointing o'ticer for eligibles to fil 
any vacancy iu the classified civil service, the 
ae 
register from which the eligibles are to be drawn 
the names of all persons who have a claim to prefer- 
ence to appointments under section 1,754 
States Revised Statutes: 
if there are upon said register the names of more 
than four persons who have a claim of preference 
only four of them shail be certitied in the order of 


their grading. If upon the r a : 
titled tone p egister of a State en 


there is upon the register no preference-claiming 
eligible, the certifying clerk shall complete 
or make the certification by taking the names of 
preference-claiming eligibles from the registers of 
other States, taking care to select from such State 
registers in the order of the right of each State to an 
appointment under the apportionment authorized 
to be made by the commission. If upon the register 
of no State entitled to an appointment there is the 
name of a preference-claiming eligible and the name 
of such an eligible appears upon the register of a 
State the quota of which has been filled, the name of 
such preference-claiming eligible shall be certified.” 

Under this order the soldier applicants are 
certified in groups of four, so that as between 
soldiers there can be some choice. The element 
of competition, that isso plainly a part of the 
merit system, is thus brought in, while by the 
separation of soldiers from civilians the soldiers 
are certified more rapidly and the civilians are 
not deprived of any privilege. 


THE ‘“ MISS” CAMERON SCANDAL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I read with gratification your remarks 
this morning in re “ Miss” Violet Cameron and 
the disreputable peer who accompanied her. 
TuE TIMEs spoke for the public. I should like to 
say a word for the stage, with which I can claim 
to have a close connection. The whole progress 
of this affair from the time Lord Lonsdale’s as- 
sault upon “ Miss” Cameron’s husband furnished 
the pair with their first good advertisement has 
been such as to cause humiliation and chagrin 
The expectation of 
all concerned that the spectacle of a singer car- 
tying about with hera live lord asa lover and 
lackey would draw great crowds was too evident 
to be mistaken. Mr. Aronson was prowmpt- 
ly ‘interviewed by one of your contem- 
poraries on the subject of this affray 3,000 
miles away, and talked apparently in a jubilant 
strain. ‘“ Yes, Lord Lonsaale had plenty of 
money and liked to spend it. He was very fond 
of members of the theatrical profession, es- 
pecially the ladies.” I quote from memory, but 
{ feel sure [ do not quote unjustly. There seemed 
to be so much of the grin of the pander in this 
that it filled me with indignation. One such slur 
as this upon an honorable profession, self-in- 
flicted by a prominent representative of it, does 


it more injury in the public estimation than a* 


thousand sermons by intolerant Talmages. What 
can be more natural than that the public who 
know little of the lives of actresses should con- 
clude that Mr. Aronson, who knows a great deal, 
speaks of them as they deserve? I feel that Mr. 
Aronson—whom I ygever saw—has, if he were 
correctly reported, insulted every good woman 
who is on the stage to-day. 

I saw a well known modern comedy a few 
years ago in which two loose women appear 
among the characters. The author causes them 
to be alluded to quite unnecessarily as “ theat- 
rical ladies,” and these words were delivered by 
the leading actor, himself an amiable and ac- 
complished gentleman, as attractive in private 
life as he was admirable upon the boards, with 
a suggestive wink and smirk. It seemed to me 
a most gratuitous insult *to the profession of 
which he was a distinguished member. Suppose 
there had been in the theatre that evening some 
good man or woman educated against the 
theatre, and testing it for the first time. Would 
he or she not have thought that the profession 
had been convicted out of its own mouth 

Many actors and actresses are fond of declaim- 
ing against the unjust attitude of society to- 
ward the class to which they belong. The surest 
way to win the consideration they crave Is to re- 
spect themselves and their profession, to give no 
countenance to persons of immoral lives, and to 
refrain from insults to their fellows of the kind 
I have cited. 

Lastly, if I may say a word as one of the public it 
would be this: We are often told that the public 
has no right to force itself into the private life 
of an artist to inquire whether it be moral or im- 
moral. Granted. But an artist has no right to 
force his or her private immorality upon the 
public, and this is what has been done in the case 
of “Miss” Cameron. I, for one, shall be rejoiced 
to see that the speculation was a —— ~.

UNSUCCESSFUL EF¥YORTS TO ARREST A 
TRENTON HOTEL KEEPER. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 29.—John S. Carey, 
proprietor of the United States Hotel, of this 
city, was indicted in Wilkesbarre, Penn., some 
time ago, for forcible entry and detainer. He 
was a hotel keeper there at thetime. He re- 
moved to Trenton, and since his departure from 
Wilkesbarre several efforts have been made to 
take him back by force to answerthe indictment. 
His bondsman had surrendered him. Ali efforts to 
get him out of Trenton failing, Pinkerton detect- 


ives were employed to transfer him to the Penn- 
sylvania town. Capt. Robert J. Linden, who is in 
charge of the Pinkerton agency at Philadelphia, 
came here recently with assistants, among them 
Detective Frank Kellogg, to make the arrest. 
Carey was advised by Lawyer H. N. Barton not 
to accompany the officers, as they had no 
requisition papers from the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania. They had documents with which they 
might have made the arrest in some States, but 
not in New-Jersey. The detectives threatened 
to carry Carey off anyhow, but he, as well as his 
lawyer, showed fight in the pugilistic sense and 
they retired. 

To-day the detectives came to Trenton again. 
Carey accompanied them as far as the police 
station, and, seeing that they were determined 
to make the arrest, demanded protection from 
the police. His counsel was sent for, and he in- 
structed Carey to knock down any man who laid 
a hand upon him. The police say that Capt. Lin- 
den at this juncture took hola of Carey. The 
latter again demanded protection, and Sergt. 
Sweency, of the police, parted the men. There 
was loud talking, and Lawyer Parton, enraged 
by something said by Detecti sHogg, struck 
athim. The detective dodged, ud the blow in- 
tended for him was received by Lieut.

MILLIONAIRE’S WILL. 
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WHY HIS SURVIVING SON IS TO CON: 
TEST THE INSTRUMENT. 

Waco, Texas, Sept. 29.—A sensation was 
created in social and business circles in this city 
to-day when the contents of the late Peter Mc- 
Clelland’s will became known. Mr. McClel- 
land, who died last Friday, was the wealthiest 
citizen of McClellan County, his fortune verging 
close upon $1,000,000. The will almost disin- 
herits William McClelland, aged 32, the only 
surviving child of the deceased, by providing 
that he be paid the sum of $150 per month for a 
period of 25 years. To his widow and second 
wife the millionaire directs that. $150 per month 
also be paid for a period of 25 years if she sur- 
vives him that length of time. At the expira- 
tion of this period the entire estate is to be 
divided equally between his wife and son 
or their surviving heirs. The Executors are 
William L. Praher, a prominent attorney, and 
John E. Gilbert, Cashier of the State Central 
Bank. They are not required to give bond, and 
are directed to invest the income of the estate 
after making the payments designated. As the 
income from city rents and plantations is now 
$50,000 per annum the estate in the year 1911 
will be worth about $5,000,000, and William, the 
heir, if he lives, will then be 57 years old. Will-

Soria, Sept. 29.—The Regency has posted 
aotices of the elections for the Grand Sobranje 
which is to elect a successor to Prince Alexander, 
Gen. Kaulbars, the Russian special agent, 
threatens to have the notices removed. The 
people resent the conduct of Russia in demand- 
ing asthe price of the Czar’s protection the 
liberation of political prisoners, the raising of 
the state of siege, and freedom for all parties to 
votein electing the Grand Sobranje. It is be- 
lieved that a rupture between Bulgaria and 
Russia is imminent. 

Gen. Kaulbars has removed M. Deklindoff, the 
Russian Consul here, because of his lack of firm- 
ness in dealing with the Bulgarian Government, 


and has appointed in his place M. Ugeistrom, 
Russian Consul at Philleppopolis. 

Gen. Kaulbars has sent a violent circular to 
the Russian Consuls in Bulgaria, with the re- 

uest that they inform the people of its contents. 

he circular makes 12 points, several of which 
the Bulgarian Government declares Russia must 
know to be false. It begins by stating that ‘“‘the 
time for mere words has ended. The Czar can now 
be convinced only by acts. Only then will he offer 
this country internal and external protection.” 
The circular accuses the Bulgarians of acts of 
indiscipline in burning flags and the insignia of 
St. George. The Bulgarian Government denies 
the latter accusation. The circular declares 
that Russia cannot allow Bulgaria to try the 
kidnapers of Alexander, and that it is impossi- 
ble to allow Alexander and his family to return 
to Bulgaria. Itis understood that owing to this 
circular the Government will resist the demands 
of the Russian ultimatum brought by Gen. Kaul- 
bars. 

A deputation of nine adherents of Zankoff 
waited upon Gen. Kaulbars at the Russian Con- 
sulate to-day and expressed their fullest conti- 
dence in him. 

Several distributors of Gen. Kaulbars’s circular 
have been maltreated, especially a subaltern 
from the Russian Consulate, who was roughly 
— from a café where the circular had been 
read. 


VIENNA. Sept. 29.—The Reichsrath assem- 
bled to-day. In the lower house Deputy Heils- 
berg asked Prime Minister von Taafe whether 
the Government was disposed to characterize 
positevely as idle inventions the rumors lately 
put in circulation to the effect that changes had 
taken place in the relations between Austria and 
Germany because of Germany’s support of Rus- 
sia in Bulgaria. 

The Neue Freie Presse says: ‘Prince Bis- 
marck’s greatest connivance cannot destroy the 
elements of antagonism between the Germans 
and Pan-Slavists. Material interests will assert 
themselves. Germany will not be willing that 
Russia shall some day comprise the whole of 
Asia, and thus be able to place the greatest 

wer in the world at the disposal of Pan- 

lavism.” 

PesTH, Sept. 29.—In the lower house of 
the Hungarian Diet to-day, Deputy Szilagyi 
asked Premier Tisza whether he considered Rus- 
sian protection of Bulgaria compatible with the 
Berlin treaty, and whether the policy of Austria 
agreed with the theory of the semi-official Ger- 
man press that Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia 
do not come within the sphere of Austria’s in- 
terests, but that Austria’s main object should be 
confined to maintaining a great trade route lead- 
ing tothe Hgean Sea. The Premier will reply 
to-morrow. 


St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 29.—The Novosti 
rays that Gen. Kaulbars, in an interview, stated 
that Russia did not intend to occupy Bulgaria, 
and that the imperial powers had agreed regard- 
ing a candidate for the vacant throne. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 29.—The Nord (Russian 
organ) does not expect a Russian occupation of 
Bulgaria. It says that as long as Emperor Will- 
iam lives Russia will remain quiet, but that aft- 
erward the relations of all the European powers 
will be changed. 
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THE TROUBLES OF IRELAND. 
BELFAST, Sept. 29.—There was desperate 
fighting to-day between Protestant and Catholic 
workmen at Barbour’s foundry in this city. The 
police interfered, when the fighters joined forces 
and stoned and routed the police. Cavalry were 


then summoned, who charged upon and dis- 
persed the mob. Scores of rioters and several 
policemen were injured. 


DvuBLIN, Sept. 29.—Father Cantwell, a 
Catholic priest of Thurles, is reported to have 
used the following language while addressing a 
League meeting yesterday: “Sparing a landlord 
who has unjustly evicted-a tenant 1s straining to 
the utmost limit the order which tells us not to 
murder any individual. [Cheers:] Still it is al- 
ways morally wrong to commit murder.” 

The landlords of the Macdonnel estate at Kil- 
kee met their tenants to-day to consider the de- 
mand of the latter foran abatement of rent. 
The landlords refused to accede to the demand. 
The majority of the tenants have not paid their 
rents. Some who owe a vear'’s rent offered to 
pay one-half, which was declined> ‘Ejectments 
are threatened.

A BOLD ASSASSINATION. 
Meaney 


‘CAPT. HENNESSEY, CHIEF OF THE HOUS-~ 
TON DETECTIVES, SHOT DEAD. 
Houston, Texas, Sept. 29.—At 11 o’clock 
to-night Capt. Mike Hennessey, Chief of the 
Houston Detective Agency, was brutally as- 
sassinated by some unknown person within 
half a square of his residence. Capt. Hennessey 
and a number of his friends had attend- 
ed the minstrel show at Pilott’s Opera 
House, and on coming out of the 
theatre they separated, Hennessey taking a 
street car with several other people. Officer 
James Furlong, Justice of the Peace Railey, and 
others were on the samo car. When the car 
reached the corner of Jackson and Preston 
streets Hennessey stepped off backward. 
Just as his foot touched the ground, 
some unknown man stepped out of 
the darkness and fired deliberately at Hen- 
nessey’s back before the latter could turn around. 
Three times the assassin fired with remark- 
able rapidity, each bullet penetrating his victim. 


Officer Furiong jumped from the car, pistol 
in hand, and pursued the assassin, who ran rap- 
idly toward the Union Station. Furlong fired 
several shots at the retreating assassin, one of 
which, itis thought, took effect, for he cried out 
as though hurt. Hennessey expired without a 
word, falling on his face with his pistol by his 
side, where it fell as he instinctively drew it on 
receiving the first bullet in the back. 

His wife was sitting up awaiting his return. 
On hearing the revolver shots she went to the 
door and followed the running people down the 
street, where she made the discovery that her 
husband had been killed. Her agony was terri- 
bie. 

At this writing the assassination is a great 
mystery, but was doubtless committed by one 
of the many desperate criminals Hennessey 
has captured in times past and sent to the 


penitentiary. Bloodhounds have been put on” 


the track of the assassin and he is certain to be 
captured by morning. Intense excitement pre- 
vails, as Hennessey was one of the best known 
and inost popular men in Houston. As a detect- 
ive, he was known all over the United States. 
His bravery and adroitness were proved by sev- 
eral celebrated captures. He began his career 
as a detective some 15 years ago in New-Or- 
leans, and once had agencies in that city and 
Galveston.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


AGAINST A CHANGE, 

CuicaGo, Sept. 29.—Mr. E. P. Wilson, 
arbitrator for the passenger department of the 
Central Traffic Association, submitted to Assist- 
ant Commissioner George H. Daniels to-day his 
decision in regard to differentials from 
Cincinnati to New-York by the New- 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad, 
(Erie Railway.) The question was raised 
by the domand of the New-York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio that the present differcntial of $1 on 
first-class business be advanced to $1 50, and 
that a differential of $1 on second class be 
allowed to that company, as against the rates 
charged by the Bee Line and Pennsylvania lines. 
Considered without reference to the results 
gained by ‘the other lines, Mr. Wilson 
says there is upon the face of the figures 
presented by the New-York, Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio evident cause for discon- 
tent, but with the statement of earnings by 
the other lines in hand, and upon careful analy- 
sis and comparison of each with the other he is 
not convinced that any reasonable change of 
differentials will enable the New-York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio to gain increased revenues 
ata smaller expense. He therefore decides that 
no change should be made in the present adjust- 
ment of the tariff, but that immediate steps 
should be taken to determine respective a 
tions for each line in interest, after which the 
method of securing to each line its proportion 
will become a practical question. 


INSPECTING ITS FACILITIES. 

A party of gentlemen connected with the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and Staten Island 
terminal facilities yesterday inspected various 
parts of the harbor. The steamer River Queen 
left Whitehall-street about 12 o’clock, having on 
board Robert Garrett, Erastus Wiman, Samuel 
Spencer, Thomas M. King, First and Second 
Vice-Presidents of the Baltimore and Ohio; Dr. 


Barnard and Mr. Anderson, President’s Assist- 
ants of the Baltimore and Ohio; together with 
J. Frank Emmons, James M. Davis, W. W. Mac- 
farland, Alpert B. Boardman, Charles Watrous, 
and other Directors of the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit Railroad Company. They were accom- 
panied by E. B. Bartlett, 8. Cunard Allen, Capt. 
Haines, of the Aurania, and some English gen- 
tlemen representing oe shipping inter- 
ests. After inspecting the two new piers ac- 
quired by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
proper, No. 37 North River and No. 
18 East River, the party proceeded 
to Staten Island, where a careful  in- 
spection took place of the various water fronts 
controlled by the railroad, through the rapid 
transit company. The railroad was also careful- 
ly examined all the way to Erastina. After 
lunch, served from the St. George Casino, the 
party proceeded to the east shore of the island, 
spending the balance of the day looking at vari- 
ous properties and procuring full information as 
to the depth of water, tidal effects, and the gen- 
eral advantages possessed by this portion of the 
harbor, Mr. Garrett and his English guests ex- 
pressed themselves much pleased with the prop- 
erty within the harbor now under the control of 
the railroad, and itis understood that energetic 
steps are contemplated for its development. 
The bridge over the Arthur Kill will be proceed- 
ed with at once. . 


NO PROGRESS MADE. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 29.—The General Mana- 
gers of the various roads between Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Southwestern Missouri River 
points met here to-day to make a _ final 
effort to bring about the formation of 
a pool on Southwestern passenger 


traffic. The result of the meeting augurs 
badly for the success of the new scheme. Not 
only was no progress made, but the situation is 
rather worse than it was at the conclusion of the 
meeting held two weeks ago. At that time the 
principal issue was in regard to the statistics 
upon which to base percentages. This question 
was not reached at all to-day. The managers 
did not even get through with the consideration 
of the first section of the agreement, which 
had already been adopted at the previous 
meeting, but was reconsidered to-day. This 
section provides for the territory to be 
included in the new pool. The Missouri Pacitic 
and other roads having lines west of the Missouri 
were not satistied with the proposed boundaries 
west of the river, and after a discussion the 
meeting adjourned until to-morrow. 


ALL BUSINESS POOLED. 
CHiIcaGo, Sept. 29.—The passenger de- 
partment of the Central Traffic Association, in 
the course of a meeting here to-day, took up the 
question of pooling the traffic between Chicago 
and New-York. The proposition was made to 


form sub-pools from Chicago and other Western 
pool points to New-York. To this the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk strenuously objected. It 
would not consent to the formation of such sub- 
pools, as it would not secure the proportion 
of traftic it was entitled to in a pool 
between Chicago and New-York only. It 
insisted that a gross pool of all east-bound busi- 
ness beyond the Western termini of the trunk 
lines should be made. After along and anima- 
ted discussion the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
carried its point, it being decided to form one 
gross pool of all east-bound business. 


DR. MOORE'S RESIGNATION. 


WHY HE IS NO LONGER A MEMBER OF 


THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

In Tue New-York Tres of Monday, Sept. 
20, a misleading statement appeared concerning the 
withdrawal of Dr. E, M. Moore, of Rochester, from 
the State Board of Health, which I am sure would 
not knowingly be indorsed by a paper claiming to be 
impartial. In substance it was averred that the rea- 


sons for Dr, Mooro’s “ resignation’? were that the 
board had become partisan and was further hampered 
in its usefulness by the failure of the Governor to 
approve extra ee. which were specifical- 
ly enumerated. The Rochester Hvening Post-Euprese, 
an organin the home of Dr. Moore and therefore 
more likely to be correctly informed, in its issue of 
Sept. 16, published the following fair and truth- 
ful epitome of the reasons why Dr. Moore could no 
longer act asa member of the State Board of Health: 
“Tt was announced by telegraph from Albany that 
Dr. E. M. Moore, Sr., President of the State Board 
of Health, had placed his resignation of that posi- 
tion in the hands of Gov. Hill. This is technically a 
correct statement, but the fact is that Dr. Moore 
simply notified the Executive that he had ceased to 
be a member of the local board, [of Rochester,] and 
that fact, according to the oe of the Attorney- 
General, renders him ineligible for further service 
on the State board. He was appointed a member 
of the latter body six years ago; at its first or- 
ganization he was chosen President, and has held 
that position until the present time. The office 
carried with it no salary, the.members of the board 
simply receiving their traveling expenses when 
called away from home. A considerable time was de- 
voted by the doctor to the duties of the office, which 
were onerous and perplexing. For reasons which 
were given at the time Dr. Moore declined to serve 
longer asamember of the local board. The State 
Board of Health is composed of nine members, who 
are divided into three classes. Three, the Attorney- 
General, the Health Officer of the Port of New-York, 
and the Director of the State Survey, arp members 
ex officio; three are appointed by the*Governor 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, one 
is a member of the local Board of Health of 
New-York City, and the other two are mem- 
bers of the local boards of other cities. Hence, 
when Dr. Moore ceased to be a member of the 
Board of Health of this city he notified the Governor 
of that fact. Dr. Moore’s services have been of great 
value to the people, as-he has given careful attention 
to all matters coming before the board at the sac- 
rifice of his time and to the neglect of his medical 
practice. His withdrawal from the boardis a sub- 
fect of regret to his associates, who have thus far 
ad the benetit of his experience and gompd jn4¢. 
ment.” It need only be added in further refutation of 
the inaccuracies in the publication in question that 
while the board ae the first year of its ex- 
istence necessarily did .much_ gratuitous san- 
itary work it was only done for education, the 
policy being to have localities eventually provide 
the means for meeting expert services. the board 
coufining itself to the position allowed it by law, viz., 
that of an advisory body. Instead of the sanitary 
service ceasing by following this plan, it has actu- 
ally increased. towns constantly employing, under 
the advice of the State Board of Health, sanitary ex- 
perts, thus saving the expense to the State at large. 
The tfunds of the State board of Health have thus 
proves sufficient for all its wants as an “ advisory 
oard,” and the action of the Executive in vetoing 
the extra appropriations has been conclusivel 
shown to have been far-sighted, proper. and righ

CONDITION OF THE WORK 
UPON THE SUBWAYS. 
NOTHING YET DONE IN LOWER SIXTH- 

AVENUE~THE PLAN OF THE AVY- 
ERELL COMPANY TO BE TESTED. 
Nota stone was touched on the second 
section of the subway on Sixth-avenue below 
Twenty-third-street yesterday. This was hardly 
on account of underground obstructions, be- 
cause D. Lowber Smith said yesterday that there 
was no doubt that the permit from the Depart- 
ment of Public Works would be changed so as 
to admit of digging five feet from the curb, 
Engineer John Thomson, of the. Construction 
Company, in an interview with a TIMES reporter 
yesterday, denied the published statement that 
he had sent out invitations to all the conduit 
companies to engage in a competitive test of 
their methods and materials. He said that dur- 
ing the last two months he had been having ex- 
periments made by various companies, none of 


which had demonstrated any superiority to the 
Dorsett Company, and that finally on Monday, 
at the suggestion of Mr. Lauterbach, he had 
written to Gen. Averell asking for an exhibition 
of 30 feet of conduit according to his plan. Gen. 
Averell said yesterday that he would give a test 
exhibition of his methed within 10 days, and be 
had no doubt that it would be accepted on 
its merits. He deciared, however, that it would 
be most unsatisfactory to his company to con- 
nect its conduits with the Dorsett conduits 
already laid. and he intimated that his work, if 
accepted, would go on the other side of the street. 

Lawyer Gibbens, for the Subway Commission, 
was busy yesterday with his preparations to 
“knock ont,” as he expressed it, the Electric 
Lines Company before Judge Truax to-day. In 
regard to the rumors that the Western Union 
Company is contemplating a taxpayer's suit 
against the commission, ex-Judge Dittenhoefer 
would only say that no course had yet been 
agreed se by the counsel of that company. 

In the New-York Duily News, of last evening, 
there » ppeared the following paragraph regard- 
ing the electrical subway scheme: 

HAS THE WESTERN UNION GOBBLED THE SUBWAY ? 

There is another hitch in the building of the sub- 
way trench on Sixth-avenne. To-day Mr. John D. 
Crimmins, the contractor, stopped work on the con- 
duit. Itis said that Mr. Crimmins heard a rumor, 
which he has reason to believe is true, that the Con- 
struction Company, which is to put the wires under 
ground, is to be sold to the Western Union Company. 

A TIMES reporter who undertook to investi- 
gate the truth of the story found a barrier of 
denial erected between him and the truth. It 
needed very little investigation to obtain abun- 
dant facts to prove that some underhand work 
was going on between the Subway Construction 
Company and the Western Union Company, but, 
as a matter of course, no amount of questioning 
would induce any of those interested to tell the 
inner facts in the case. Asis usually the case 
when they are sought, none of the Directors of 
the Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical Sub- 
way Company wereto be found either to con- 
firm or deny the story, except Mr. Edward 
Lauterbach, their legal adviser, may be consid- 
ered asone. Mr. Lauterbach was at the Hoff- 
man House during the evening. He was asked 
about the story of the sale of the franchise to 
the Western Union Company. 

“Thave read the story,” he said, “and have 
heard it from several quarters.” 

“Ts it true,” was asked. 

“Tt is not,’ replied Mr. Lauterbach. 

“Then you do not mean to sell out?” 

“Nary a sell,” responded the counsel, smiling. 

“Have you any arrangement or understand- 
ing with the Western Union Company on the 
subject ?”’ 

“We would be very glad to have an amicable 
arrangement with the telegraph company, but 
we have no such arrangement now, and never 
had. We would like them to use our subways 
when completed. We don’t want to seli out. 
Why should we ?’”’ 

“ Possibly, because you may not be able to do 
anything with your subways when they are 
built?” was suggested. ‘ 

‘We'll take care of that,’ laughingly respond- 
ed Mr. Lauterbach. 

It was easily seen that Mr. Lauterbach was a 
little troubled by the story. He apparently did 
not like to talk about the matter. 

Park Commissioner John D. Crimmins, the 
contractor who has undertaken to dig and pre- 
pare the trenches for the subways in Sixth-ave- 
nue, from Carmine to Fifty-ninth street, was 
apparently not well informed on the affairs of 
the great Consolidated Company. He said that 
he would not under “7 circumstances be 
connected with any questionable scheme, nor 
would he bea party to any sale to the Western 
Union or to any other company. His work was 
simply to prepare the trenches and see that the 
conduits were properly laid. He had no connec- 
tion whatever with the Consolidated Company 
in any way, shape, or manner; had never had 
any connection with it and never expected to. 
When he completed his work he expected to be 
paid. His reputation as a citizen and as a con- 
tractor would forbid his taking any part in any 
attempt to place the subways under the contro 
of auy telegraph company. 

The members of the Electrical Subway Com- 
mission were somewhat exercised over the story. 
Commissioners Hess and Moss said that they 
knew nothing about the matter, and did not be- 
lieve that the Consolidated Company wanted to 
sellout. Mr. Daniel R. Gibbens, the counsel of 
the commission, denied that he knew anything 
on the subject, and Secretary William J. Sefton, 
of the Consolidated concern, said that the story 
was entirely without foundation. 

And yet the story as printed is in the main 
correct. The Western Union Company has been 
in negotiation with the Subway Construction 
Company for some time. The Construction Com- 
pany placed too bigh a value upon what it 
claimed it had to sell, aud it was about this that 
the hitch came. It is simply a matter of dollars. 
Ifthe Western Union Company had desired it 
might have had the whole company for a certain 
price very soon after the contract for the 
first section of the work was awarded. 
The Telegraph Company, however, thought 
the price was too high, and said so. It 
could do better, it said, than buy at 
the figure demanded. The company then started 
in on its fight to “ bear” the value of the Consoli- 
dated Company’s franchise. All sorts of weap- 
ons were employed in the fight. Several Direct- 
ors were in favor of selling at a lower figure, but 
the others objected, and the price remained at 
high-water wark. The Western Union Company 
was willing, itis said, to pay $100,000, or even 
a little more, but was not willing to pay $500,- 
000 unless certain things could be guaranteed, 
which aeneee would undertake to do to the sat- 
isfaction of the telegraph people. Recently the 
subject of selling out has again come to the sur- 
face, and if the Western Union Company wanted 
to buy at half the price originally demanded it 
could, it is said, have the entire control of the 
Construction Company. 

There are many significant straws which show 
that underhand work is going on inthe inner 
subway councils. Before the contracts were 
awarded to D. H. Dorsett to make the conduits 
the Subway Commissioner’s experts certifled 
that Dorsett could make the conduits as fast as 
required. He probably can, but he doesn’t, for 
the simple reason that the Construction Com- 
pany may not want to have so much “ dead” 

lant on its hands, for which it might 

ave to pay in the event of sell- 
ing out to the Western Union Company. 
No part of the work has been done in either the 
manner, or within the time specified by the 
commission or its experts. Everything has 
been * hanging fire.” Ifasale is not made to 
the Western Union Company, it will probably be 
either because the latter finds that the former 
has nothing to sell, or because too big a price is 
asked for what may be marketable among the 
Consolidated Company’s assets.

The building of a fast sailing yacht is 
now forced upon public attention by the late 
challenge from Scotland. No yacht now afloat, 
large or small, cutter or centreboard, deep or 


shallow draught is modeled, constructed and 
rigged so as to sail at the highest attainable 
speed. The correctness of this stutement can be 
verified by models, &c., now made ready to be 
shown for a sloop to sail 20 miles an hour, and a 
schooner to sail 25 miles an hourin a strong 
gale of wind. The two chief essential elements 
for a fast sailing vessel are minimum resistance 
combined with maximum driving power. How 
shall they be obtained? The writer has solved 
the problem and is ready to contract to 
build such vessel. Some of the ideas and 
principles embodied in these vessels have been 
commended by two Admirals of the United 
States Navy, to wit, Farragut and Porter, by 
letters from them now in hand, and also by 
many eminent naval architects, constructors, 
shipbuilders, &c., who appreciate and approve 
the same. The vessels to be built from the 
models now made will have extraordinary sta- 
bility, combining the best qualities of the cutter 
—very light dranght centreboard vessel and cata- 
maran, uncapsizable. If from any cause she 
should be thrown on her beam ends she would 
come up again the same as a cutter. 

Aziom,—All other material things being equal, 
the vessel with the greatest stability can be 
sailed with the greatest speed.

ber. The painting hangs in the room of Gen. 
Alexander Webb, in the College of the City of 
New-York, to whom it is supposed to have been 
willed by Gen. Bowen. The late Thurlow Weed 
was one of his warmest friends, and he was one 
of the three Executors of Mr. Weed’s will. Early 
in life Mr. Bowen developed a fondness for 
the country, and he __ purchased and 
fitted up a comfortable residence in 
Westchester County. He turned his at- 
tention to railroad matters,and in1843 was elect- 
ed President of the Erie Railroad Company, a 
sition which he held for several vears. When the 
fetropolitan Police act, which was passed by 
the State Legislature in the Spring of 1857. 
went into effect, Gen. Bowen was appointed one 
of the Commissioners. The new act created a po- 
lice district comprising New-York, Kings, West- 
chester, and Richmond Counties. The Governor 
and Senate appointed five Commissioners; viz.: 
Simeon Draper, Gen. James W. Nye, and Jacob 
Chandler,of New-York; James S. T. Stranehan,of 
Kings, and Gen, James Bowen, of Westchester. 
Gen. Bowen was elected President of the new 
board and demonstrated signal ability, sagacity, 
and tact during the exciting period that followed 
the attempt to establish the metropolitan police 
system. 

Fernando Wood, who was at that time Mayor 
of this city, refusod to recognize the newly ap- 
pointed Commissioners. He declined to disband 
the old municipal police force, and .would not 
surrender the police property. For several 
weeks there were two ee organizations, and 
great anxiety existed among the people as to 
what would be the outcome of the bitter strug- 
gle. The matter was finally referred to the Court 
of spree. but pending the decision of that court 
blood was spilled. Daniel D. Conover, who had 
been appointed Street Commissioner by Gov. King 
to filla vacancy, attempted to take possession 
of his office, but was forcibly ejected from the 
City Hall by order of the Mayor. He obtained a 
warrant for Mayor Wood's arrest, and accom- 
panied by 50 members of the Metropolitan 
Police, including Capt. Walling, he proceeded to 
the City Hall. That building was filled by armed 
policemen under the Mayor’s orders. A fierce 
affray took place and 12 of the policemen were 
severely wounded. The Seventh Regiment, 
which happened to be passing down Broadway 
on its way to visit Boston, surrounded 
the City Hall, quelled the disturbance, and 
remained on the spot until the order of 
arrest against the Mayor was executed. This 
was June 16, 1857. About the first of 
the following month the Court of Appeals 
rendered a decision which thoroughly estab- 
lished the Metropolitan Police force. Gen. Bowen 
continued to be President of the Board of Com- 
missioners until the close of [862. When the 
war broke out he interested himself in the work 
of sending volunteers tothe front. He was in- 
strumental in organizing six regiments, and was 
offered and acenuaee an appointment as Briga- 
dier-General of the brigade, formed chiefly of the 
regiments that he had enlisted. He went to New- 
Orleans and served for about a year under Gen. 
Banks. Subsequently the latter appointed him 
Provost Marshal of the whole of that department, 
which embraced Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and Alabama, as far as controlled 
by the United States Government. The office 
was at that time one of unusual responsibility 
and its duties were discharged by Gen. Bowen in 
a manner that commanded admiration among 
rebels as well as unionists. There was every 
confidence in his integrity at a period when even 
the most loyal of men were distrusted. Just be- 
fore the war was over, poor health forced him to 
leave New-Orleans, and he came to this city. He 
soon received the appointment of Commissioner 
of Charities and. Correction, and while holding 
that office the Legislature was induced to in- 
duced to increase the salary of the Commission- 
ers from $5,000 to $10,000 a year. Gen. Bowen 
expressed the opinion to his colleagues that the 
increase was an outrage; that $5,000 was suf- 
ficient, ana resolutely refused to draw more than 
that sum as his salary. His attitude was effect- 
ive and shortly afterward the law was repealed. 

When Mayor Havemeyer entered upon the 
duties of his office Gen. Bowen was reappointed 
Commissioner of Charities and Correction. In 
his administration of two terms he instituted 
several valuable measures. He is credited with 
the origin of the ambulance system, and while 
he was Police Commissioner he was a very good 
friend of the Bellevue Hospital in its earliest 
days and putit on a good footing. Through his 
agency the best physicians were obtained for the 
hospital stat?, and if a medical college wished to 
fill a vaeant chair at that time it did not 
hesitate to select a Professor from Bellevue. 
Gen. Bowen was a member of the Union 
Ciub in his younger days, but of late 
years was very domestic in his habits. He mar- 
ried his first wife, Miss Eliza Livingston, in 1842; 
her death occurred in 1872. Two years later he 
married Miss Josephine Oothout, daughter of 
Mr. John Oothout, then President of the Bank of 
New-York, and surviving her he married Miss 
Athenia Livingston, a cousin of his first wife, 
who survives him. There was no issue from 
these marriages. Gen. Bowen owned a fine 
estate at Hastings-on-the-Hudson, which was 
tastefully adorned, and contained a fine library 
of standard works. He once declared that he 
would never sell the property for any 
consideration. He was a man of quiet tem- 
perament and literary tastes, and his library 
afforded him great enjoyment. He was acan- 
didate for Congress several times, but was never 
elected. The value of his estate is placed in the 
neighborhood of $200,000. Gen. Bowen was a 
scrupulously honest man, and his fine sense of 
honor was happily supplemented by a genial 
disposition. He was a loyal and warm-hearted 
friend, and loved the companionship of people 
of intelligence and refinement. In his unob- 
trusive way Gen. Bowen was the dispenser of 
many benefits to others, and his death will touch 
a chord of sympathetic sorrow in many hearts 
throughout this broad land.

“Tcallthe gentleman to order,” said ex-Judge 
Spencer; ‘ the statement is false.” 

“Young Mr. Fish resumed his seat and glared 
at the President, while the motion to accept the 
Secretary’s report was adopted. 

The report of the committee directed to learn 
whether the President had occupied a roomin 
the Tarrytown headquarters and had had his 
horse cared for at the expense of the Aqueduct 
Commission was then read. Commissioner 
Dowd, as Chairman of the committee, reported 
that ex-Judge Spencer had, while engaged in 
aqueduct business, occupied a room for two 
weeks in the Tarrytown headquarters, and that 
his board while there had been paid for at his 
own expense; that he had paid forthe feeding 
and shoeing of his horse, and that the Aqueduct 
Commission had borne none of the expense of 
boarding him or his horse. Ex-Judge Spencer 
explained at length why he went to the Tarry- 
town headquarters, and undertook to make it 
plain to young Fish that the commission had not 
been called upon to care for him or his horse. 
Accompanying the report of the committee, 
which fully exonerated the President, was a 
letter of explanation from that official. 

‘“*T would like to ask,” said young Fish in a 
startling manner, ‘‘ whether that. letter is an ex- 
act copy of the letter shown to me yesterday ?”’ 

“T presume it is,” answered Gopmenigatouce 
Dowd, who had been requested by ex-Judge 
Spencer to preside. The resolution of the com- 
mittee exonerating the Presideut was then 
adopted. Commissioner Ridgway called up the 
report of the Real Estate Committee, and the 
minutes of the meeting of July 28, of this year, 
were read. It was shown that James W. Mc- 
Culloh was appointed as an assistant to the 
Chief Engineer and Secretary to the Real Estate 
Committee on Aug. 1, and that he was to serve 
until Oct. 1, ata salary of $6,000 a year. Com- 
missioner Ridgway said that he objected to 
Mr. McCulloh because he was not a resi- 
dent of this State and because the salary was 
excessive. Chief Engineer Church=was asked 
by Commissioner Ridgway whether it was not 

ossible for him fo have the work performed by 
Mr. McCulloh j|done at less expense. The Chief 
Engineer said that he was not familiar with all 
the duties which Mr. McCulloh was called upon 
to perform. Commissioner Ridgway suggested 
that the Chief Engineer should know what his 
assistant did. Then young Fish took a hand jn 
the row by whispering to Commissioner Ridg- 
way. The latter said that if the members of the 
Real Estate Committee could not perform their 
duties it would be well for them to resign. Mr. 
MeCulloh was not an engineer, and he was mere- 
ly aiding the committee in acquiring lands. Ex- 
Judge Spencer said that Mr. McCulloh’s services 
were invaluable. 

Then young Mr. Fish desired to prove in a 
long, rambling speech that Mr. McCulloh was 
not fit to hold the place to which he had been ap- 
pees £x-Judge Spencer called him to order 

y saying that the young man was not confining 
his remarks to the question before the Commis- 
sioners. 

“Tf you wish to gag me, go ahead,” shouted 
young Mr. Fish. 

Acting President Dowd called young Fish to 
order. The young man then said that Mr. Mc- 
Culloh was not only not a resident of New-York, 
but had not passed a civil service examination. 
He wished the Commissioners to understand, 
and he spoke sneeringly, that he believed in the 
civil service laws. Upon motion of Gen. Newton 
the duration of Mr. McCulloh’s term of service 
wil be decided at a meeting to be held two 
weeks from yesterday. Mr. McCulioh arose and 
asked that a committee should be appointed to 
examine his work and report whether his sery- 
ices should be retained, and ex-Judge Spencer 
made a motion to that effect, which was carried. 
Commissioner Dowd appointed ex-Judge 
Spencer, Commissioner Barnes, and Gen. New- 
ton such committee. A third member of the 
Real Estate Committee was then voted for and 
Oliver W. Barnes was elected. 

Young Mr. Fish was not yet through with ex- 
Judge Spencer. He offered a resolution that all 
correspondence between ex-Judge Spencer and 
H. 8. Craven, formerly Engineer of Construc- 
tion, should be laid before the commission. The 
Commissioners laughed when ex-Judge Spencer 
said that he had never had any correspondence 
with Mr. Craven. Young Mr. Fish offered a res- 
olution that the commission should not_ pay for 
meals furnished to Commissioners. This was 
adopted, Commissioner Dowd, disgusted with the 

oung man’s performances, alone voting against 
it. Young Mr. Fish had one more insult to offer, 
and this wasin the shape of. a resolution that 
no Commissioner should be allowed to live in 
the Tarrytown headquarters. This was also 
adopted, Commissioner Dowd alone voting no. 
The commission then adjourned, and young Mr. 
poked his head out of a window and aired 
it. 
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A DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

A striking instance of the evil which may 
result from the renewal of prescriptions by drug- 
gists without the authority of the physician was 
related to me recently by an elderly physician 
of this city. He was sent for a number of years 
since during the prevalence of cholera to pre- 
scribe for a lady who was said by her husband to 


be suffering from cholera. He found on making 
his visit that the case was one in which the dis- 
ease was as yet in the earliest stages of Sr. 
ment, and required very simple treatment. 8 
prescribed a tincture in common use, which con- 
tained a small proportion of morphine. The pa- 
tient expressed herself as very much pleased 
with the effect of the medicine when the doctor 
made his next visit, and no further attendance 
was necessary. Many weeks afterward the 
lady’s husband called upon the doctor and told 
him that his wife was still taking the med- 
icine which he had first prescribed. The 
physician called upon her and told her that she 
must discontinue it, and she promised to do so, 
He found, however, that she managed to obtain 
it regularly, and as a result formed an inordinate 
desire for alcohol and morphine. The indul- 
gence in alcohol was so great that she would 
consume as much as a _— and half a pint of 
randy in 24 hours, and finally died of drunken- 
ness. Two sons were born during the drinking 
period and both these died drunkards. A daugh- 
ter died of a broken heart. The cause of the 
husband’s death was unknown, but the family 
has become extinct. This case illustratesin an 
unusual degree the importance of watching pre- 
sorptions which contain morphine or alcohol, 
and the danger which may arise from the repeti- 
tions of prescriptions by druggists without the 
authority of the yeyecian.

WHAT MRS. STAUNTON SAW

THE TROUBLE CAUSED HER 
BY MRS. LAIDLER. 

THE WIFE OF THE ACCUSED MINISTER 
TELLING OF CHANGE IN HER HUS- 
BAND WHEN THE WOMAN CAME, 

The Franklin-Avenue Presbyterian 
Church was crowded yesterday afternoon when 
the trial of the Rev. Benjamin Staunton, of Fort 
Greene Church, was resumed. The fact that 
Mrs. Staunton was to testify against her hus- 
band attracted a large number of ladies to the 
church, The Rey. Benjamin Staunton entered 
the church after the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage 
had offered prayer and took his usual seat 
behind his counsel, the Rev. Dr. Hugh Smith 
Carpenter and the Rev. J. W. Hageman. 

A few moments later Mrs, Staunton came up 
the aisle leaning in a very languid mannor on the 
arm of her attorney, Asa W. Tenney. She wore 
a dark brown silk dress trimmed with rough 


cloth and steel buttons; a small English “ pork 
pie” hat,and a woolen shawl. She is small, 
slight, and has large blue eyes. Mrs. Staunton’s 
face was pale and she was evidently ill. She 
gianced once in the direction of her husband as 
she took the witness stand, but the look met with 
no response. The reverend husband kept his 
eyes riveted on the green leaves of the carpet. 
Mrs. Staunton spoke in soft, slightly drawling 
tones, but she was equal to the longest and most 
intricate question. She wept at one time, but 
recovered herself very quickly and faced Dr. 
Carpenter as though she had not known the 
emoticon. 

‘Geptlemen,” said Mr. Talmage, as the case 
was about to proceed, “let us. as the interest 
of the trial deepens, aduere to the most genial 
phraseology. he gentlemen far the prosecu- 
tion did not volunteer their services. It should 
be remembered that ministers of religion are 
among the most overworked classes; that the 
strain is chietly on the nervous system. Some- 
times it is difficult for them to preserve equl- 
poise, and it is not to be wondered at. The eyes 
of the world are upon us through the most 
talented journalists in this or in any land.” The 
Rey. Dr. &. D. Spier thanked Mr. Talmage for 
his “paternal, apostolic, and almost divinely 
inspired vocalization.” 

Mrs. Staunton was called to the stand and told 
of her marriage, in 1872, and how she firat be- 
came acquainted with Mrs. Laidler, whose 
troubles with a drunken husband appealed 
strongly to her sympathies. It was at her sug- 
gestion that Mr. Staunton went to board with 
the Laidlers when she visited Saratoga, she 
thinking her husband might restrain Mr. Laidler. 
On her return the trouble began. Mr. Staunton 
came for her, an unusual event, she said. He 
did not tell her until then that Mrs. Laidier had 
moved into their house. * When I came back 
from Saratoga I found the house renovated from 
top to bottom, the walls freshly papered, a room 
expressly fitted up for Mrs. Laidler with her 
own furniture. I told Mrs. LaidlerthatI did 
not like the change in the house. I said [hada 
terrible presentiment which I could not define. 
I seemec to feel like going through a floor. I 
feit as though I were going into a strange house. 
On the way home he had begged me to invite her 
to stay as she had nowhere to go. Itold him I 
wished to have time to think of it.” 

‘** Did you tinally write her to come ?”’ 

“Yes. Ithought [I would overcome my feel- 
ings and do a Christian act, so I invited her in 
the face of the fact that the result might be dis- 
astrous. Shecame. She had separated from her 
husband and told me that she had never been 80 
happy. Mr. Staunton said it was better for her 
to leave him, as he was nothing but a drunken 
got. The first night I was home I sat up till 12 
o’clock with them and then went to bed. They 
sat up often as late as 4 o’clock in the morning.” 

“Did you never remonstrate with your hus- 
band?” 

“Yes, and he said Mrs. Laidler had her 
troubles to tell him, and that he was not sleepy. 
Sometimes they sat in the study, and then they 
went to the basement. Again I remonstrated, 
and he told me he had his sermons to write and 
she had her sewing todo. Sometimes Mrs. Laid- 
ler would pretend to go to bed, and then go down 
and see my husband. I used to go up stairs and 
find her in her room; then when I found my hus- 
band did not come to bed I revisited her room 
and discovered that she had gone down. One 
Bunday evening after preaching Mr. Staunton 
staid up till 4.A.M. I know they did not go to 
their rooms because [ kept going to see if they 
were there. Then I must have caught cold run- 
ning to and fro so much. I went to the base- 
ment, and Mr. Staunton came ft ing out as white 
asasheet. Isaid: ‘I amsick.’ He said: ‘Come 
in here,’ and pushed me into a kitchen chair and 

ut me on some slippers. He held me there, 

eing very solicitous all of a sudden for my 
health. I went up stairs, taking “gy with me, 
and entered Mrs. Laidler’s room. She was sit- 
ting on the bed with her hair down. Her candle 
was blown out and she was going to bed in the 
dark. Iexciuimed: ‘There you are,are you?’ 
but she made no reply.” 

** How did they behave in the daytime?’ 

“They were very sedate, but they could not 
look me in the face. On the day of the second 
prayer meeting after she came to us Mr. Staun- 
ton said he was indisposed, and begged me to 
ask Mr. Watt to otficiate. I went to the church 
and did so. WhenI returned I saw through the 
shutters that Mrs. Laidier was lying in au arm- 
chair across Mr. Staunton’s lap.. When I remon- 
strated Mr, Staunton said she was a good, noble 
woman, and on the slightest hint from me would 
leave the house, I thought I would give her a 
hint, sol said while going to prayer meeting, 
‘Your presence, Mrs. Laidler, makes me very un- 
happy, and I wish you would leave, it you can 
muke it convenient.’ After we got back Mr. 
Staunton went up stairs to see Mrs. Laidler and 
came down ina passion. He said, ‘Here, Mad- 
am, What have you been doing to Mrs. Laidler?’ 
I said, ‘I have asked her to leave.’ ‘* You miser- 
able little wretch,’ he said, ‘I want 7 to un- 
derstand I won't have a lady insulted in my 
house. Getright out of here, and don’t stop to 
take your traps.’ He took me by the arm and 
3L00k me.” Then her husband gave her the op- 
tion of apologizing to }virs. Laidler or leaving the 
house, and on the advice of her brother and for 
the sake of the child she chose the former alter- 
native. 

‘“What was his treatment of you?’ 

“He was cynical, ironical, and domineering. 
At last [felt I could not go to church any more 
to see my husband sitting singing duets with 
Mrs. Laidler. She used to try and state me out 
ot countenance. After church he would ask me 
igi did not think Mrs. Laidler had an angelic 
voice. Once he asked ine to play her an acecom- 
pa Said he: ‘You are my wife. You 
snow what you ought to do under the circum- 
stances. Look at Beecher and Talmage. Did 
not their wives stand by them, and even testify 
forthem? ‘Yes,’ said I, ‘but I guess Beecher 
didn’t want his wife to go and hug Mrs. Tilton,’ 
[ thought it was a preposterous thing for him to 
ask me to do.” 

Later on Mrs. Staunton wrote a letter to Mrs. 
Laidler, appealing to her as a mother to absent 
herself from the church. She also wrote to several 
ofthe Elders of thechurch inclosing a copy ofthe 
letter to Mrs. Laidler. ‘ After he found out what 
Thad done,” said Mrs. Staunton, ‘“‘he came to 
me. He said: ‘You puny little snob. Do you 
suppose the Presbytery will ever listen to you? 
I have some appearance, and appearance goes a 
long way. I can talk and use eloquence; I have 
a lunatic asylum open for you and prison bars 
won’t keep you out.’ Then he came nearer. 
‘You are not half as good as Mrs. Laidler,’ he 
said. ‘Sheis ten times the woman you were, 
are, or ever Will be. You would beas bad as any 
women if you could get a man to take a fancy to 
you. What good are you? I said: ‘Ben, I am 
not one of thatkind. itis not kind of you to speak 
like that. Mrs. Laidler enters women’s houses 
like a serpent and will steal their husband’s 
from them.’ At that he took me by the throat, 
dragged me to the ground nearly to the next 
room. Iwriggled around and kicked. Finally 
there was a knock on the walland he let go my 
throat. Iran next door and told them that he 
had tried to kill me.” 

** Did you ever ar Mr. Staunton that you 
would kill him?’ asked Dr. Carpenter. 

“Tll tell you how it was,” said Mrs. Staunton 
meekly. ‘*Once he refused to let my sister stay 
in the house because she would not recognize 
Mrs. Laidler at the Fort Greene Church. I was so 
angry that I pulled a handful of his whiskers 
out. But I never said I would kill him.” 

* Supposing,” said Dr. Carpenter, “and I 
make the ero question as a& minister of 
the Gospel, that we. could prove to you that 

our suspicions with regard to your husband and 
Mrs. Laidler were incorrect would you, if he 
started a new home with new work, be recon- 
ciled to him for the sake of the chila?”’ 

“Tf you can > tome that his intereourse 
with Mrs. Laidler was not criminal,” she an- 
swered sharply, “I shall be only too glad. 
But,” quickly, ** I know you can’t.” 

The Rev. Dr. Carpenter declined to put an- 
other question. 

Mrs. Staunton was thereupon led from the 
church and the case was adjourned until to-day. 


AS SLE NS RE 
CASH AND STAMPS GONE. 

The large safe of the branch Post Office 
in the Produce Exchange Building was opened 
on Tuesday night by some unknown person and 
stamps and cash to the amount of $2,300 were 
stolen. Watchman Tappey discovered the burg- 


lary. He was going his rounds about 10:30 
o’clock when he noticed that the front door of 
the main corridor was open, This aroused his 
suspicion and he examined all the doors. The 
Post Office is surrounded by a glass partition, 
and while looking through this the watchman 
saw that the doors of the large safe were partly 
open. He looked for marks of violence, but 
could not discover any. There was nothing in 
the appearance of the place to indicate thata 
burglary had been committed, and Tappey con- 
cluded that the clerk who takes care of the safe 
had forgotten to look it. 
When the Superintendent of the office arrived 
esterday morning he found that the safe had 
n robbed. Assistant Postmaster Gaylor de- 
tailed Inspector Dogsar to search for the thief. 
‘The Inspector made a careful survey of the sur- 
roundings. He said the safe had nof been forced 
open, but was either left unloc or the lock 
‘was out of order, in which event it could have 
been easily opened by an expert cracksman. He 
does not place much contidenes in the theory 
that the theft was committed by an employe of 
the office.

TRYING TO SAVE HIS NEOK. 


DRISCOLL’ VERSION OF THE “ BERZY” 
GARRITY MURDER. 

The taking of testimony in the trial of 
Daniel Driscoll for murder in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions was finished yesterday. The court 
room was crowded with young ruffians from the 
Sixth Ward. For the prosecution Edward Geary 
testified to finding a bullet imbedded in the wall 
of the front room at No. 163 Hester-street, about 
opposite the hall door and three feet above the 
floor. This is the bullet which, it is alleged, 
Driscoll fired first through a crack in the door. 
Frank C, McCue, an employe of the Remington 


Firearm Company, called as an expert, exam- 
ined this bullet with an instrument and declared 
it to be of 38 calibre. John McCarthy's loaded 
revolver was then offered in evidence, and Mce- 
Cue said it and the bullets it contained were of 
32 calibre, 

Mrs. Margaret Suilivan, of No. 71 Mulberry- 
street, the murdered girl’s mother, said, under 
en by both counsel: “I went to St. 

incent’s Hospital at 6 o’clock on the morning 
Bridget was snot and saw her there. I re- 
a the girl, and she said, ‘Ob, mamma, 

on't talk to me now. I am going to die,’ I said, 
‘Oh, no, you won’t; people who have been shot 
have recovered.’ ‘But rot with such a wound 
as I have,’ she replied. ‘Why, mamma, it took 
two hands to fire the pistol I was shot with.’ 
Then [ said, ‘ Bridget, who shot you?’ and she 
answered, ‘Danny Driscoll shot me, mother.’ 
Bridget died at 4:55 o’clock, and I closed her 
poor eyes.” Dr. O’Meagher, Deputy Coroner, 
said he made the autopsy and found that the 
bullet entered at the left hip and emerged from 
the right side. Six wounds—five in the intes- 
tines and one in the abdomen—were made by the 
bullet, any one of which would have proved 
fatal. There the prosecution rested. 

Mr. Hummel, who opened for the defense, said 
he would prove that McCarthy had killed the 
girl, not Driscoll. Owen Brune, a young man 
who looked more ruffianly even than Driscoll, 
was called. He said that he and Driscoll were 
in a saloon in Worth-street from 8 o’clock until 
midnight on June 25 and at that time they start- 
ed to go home, when they met “ Beezy” Garrity 
and another girl on the street. All four went 
back to the saloon and staid there until 3 o’clock, 
when they went to Chatham-square. There the 
driver of the carriage met them and offered to 
take them to drive. They got in and 
drove up the Bowery, stopping at sev- 
eral places to drink. When they got out at 
the Hester-street house, the witness said, 
“all but me was full. I was sober.” 
*“ Beezy” went in first. Driscoll was right be- 
hind her and the witness right behind him. No 
sooner had ‘“ Beezy” crossed the threshold of 
the front room, and while Driscoll was standing 
in the door, than the witness saw McCarthy, 
who was standingin the room, near the folding 
door, fire at Driscoll. Col. Fellows called Brune’s 
attention to the fact that the only bullet found 
wasin a position directly opposite to the di- 
rection in which he said McCarthy fired, and 
Brune got very much confused. He went oneto 
say, after a time, thatthen Driscoll and he ran 
out of the house. Driscoll, he said, had no pistol 
and fired none, and Driscoll, he knew, did not 
belong to the '*Whyo gang.” Brune got woe- 
fully mixed up in his testimony, and contradict- 
ed himself in many points. 

Driscoll himself was put upon the stand. He 
talked in so low a tone that he could scarcely be 
heard, but after a while got warmed up and 
talked loudly. His counsel started out by ask- 
ing him how many times he had been arrested, 
and he said, ‘Oh, a half dozen times, I guess.” 
He. said that ‘to the best of his reco:lection” he 
had-been sentenced to two andahalf years for 
largeny, one year and a nalf for larceny, and two 
years for larceny, and had been arrested many 
other times. but rot convicted. Driscoll then 
corroborated Brune’s testimony about the ride, 
and went on, guided by his counsel: 

“Thad forgiven McCarthy for that time he 
shot at me, and was anxious to make up with 
him. I fell asleep in the carriage going to Hes- 
ter-street, and when I got ont I didn’t know ex- 
actly where I was. I was drunk. I followed 
* Beezy’ up the steps, and just as she got in the 
room and I wasin the door I heard a shot and 
heard ‘Beezy’ yell ‘I am shot!’ [This differs 
from all previous testimony. Other witnesses 
said it was the second shot which killed 
the girl.] Just before that she and I had been 
laughing. Then I realized that [ was in Mc- 
Carthy’s house, and I remarked to Brune, for I 
got sobered pretty quick, ‘ Let’s get out of here 
or we'll get shot.” Then we ran as fast as we 
could away. Ihad no pistol with me and I did 
not put any pistol through the crack. In the 
Tombs McCarthy told me I had better let him 
get out or he’d fetch witnesses to hang me. I 
didn’t believe he could and told him to bring ’em 
on.” 

Under cross-examination Driscoll denied that 
he had done anything there, except what he had 
already stated. He said that when “ Beezy” was 
shot by McCarthy she was facing him. This 
doesn’t agree with the doctor’s statement that 
the bullet passed through her body sideways. 
Col. Fellows’s questions made Driscell contra- 
dict himself in several particulars, and finally he 
refused to answer the questions asked him, and 
was taken from the stand glaring at the Colonel 
in an awfully fierce manner. Then both sides 
rested, This morning counsel will sum up, and 
the defense will introduce a statement from Dr. 
Devon, house surgeon at the hospital, that Dris- 
coll asked him to be confronted with the girl be- 
fore she died. The case will be given to the jury 
this afternoon. 


CHURCHMEN IN COUNCIL. 


OPENING OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
CONVENTION OF THIS DIOCESE. 

The one hundred and third Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese 
of New-York assembled yesterday morning in 
St. Augustine’s Chapel, No. 107 East Houston- 
street. The Right Rev. Henry C. Potter, Assist- 
ant Bishop of the diocese, presided, and a large 
clerical and lay representation of the various 
parishes was present. Morning prayer was said 
by the Rev. A. B. Carver, of St. Thomas’s Church, 
assisted by the Rev. M. K. Schermerhorn, of 8t. 


Mark’s Church, Mount Pleasant. The Assistant 
Bishop administered the communion, assisted 
by tie Rev. Dr. Hoffman, Dean of the 
General Seminary; Dr. Dix, of Trinity; Dr. 
Lobdell, Secretary of the convention; Dr. 
Morgan, of 8t. Thomas’s, and Arthur Kimber. of 
St. Augustine’s Chapel. In delivering his first 
triennial charge, Bishop Potter took for his sub- 
sty “Law and Loyalty,” and showed that in re- 
igious as well as worldly affairs there would be 
less need of the former if there were more of the 
latter. Speaking of lawlessness in social life Dr. 
Potter said: *‘‘ Nothing has made it harder for a 
right-minded man, whether a capitalist or an 
employer, to deal justly and genereusly with the 
laborer than the shield which has been thrown 
about evil-doers who have pretended te serve 
the workingman by breaking those laws which 
are equally his defense and the wage payers’; 
and, if the large-hearted and unselfish endeavors 
of these latter have halted on their way to some 
more fraternal consideration for those whom 
they employ, it has not infrequently been be- 
cause the concessions made ander a half threat 
have seemed to them but paying one more pre- 
mium upon lawlessness which a weak forbear- 
ance has too widely encouraged.” 

The Rev. Dr. Lobdell and Mr. James Potts 
were re-elected, respectively, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the convention. The Rev. Dr. 
Ritchie offered a set of resolutions opposed to 
the adoption by the General Convention of the 
alterations and additions to the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer made by the General Convention of 
1883, and favoring the appointment of a com- 
mission to confer with t a Gen vocations of Can- 
terbury and York on the subject. The resglu- 
tions were made a special order for this after- 
noon, a3 was also a long amendment to the 
act by which Episcopal churches are  in- 
corporated under the laws of this State 
reported by a Committee of Conference of 
the five dioceses of the State. The leading feat- 
ures of the amended law are the change of the 
date of church elections from Easter to Advent; 
a change in the manner of election by which, in 
order to avoid radical disturbance of the policy of 
Vestries, only one-half of the officers are elected 
annually, and the introduction of a system of 
registration in order to exclude from elections 
those not entitled to vote. A resolution of sym- 
pathy with and an appeal on behalf of the 
suffering church of Charleston was carried, and 
the convention then adjourned to this morning. 
In the evening a reception was given by the 
Bishop at the Theological Seminary.

OLUB MEN SHAKEN UP.

A FIRE AND AN EXPLOSION DAMAGE 

THE CARLTON CLUB BUILDING. 
John F. Chamberifin {fs abort to retire 
from the management of the Carlton Club, No. 
18 West Twenty-fifth-street, and on Tuesday 
night he gave a dinner to a number of well 
known gentleman at theclub. Among the guests 
were Col. ‘‘Tom” Ochiltree, of Texas; Justice 
“ Fred” Massey, of Brooklyn; “ Larry” Jerome, 
Dock Commissioner Matthews, and Harry Logan. 
Soon after 1 o’clock the party broke up. There 
were 14 members of the club in the café, reading, 
billiard, card, and bar roams. Undor the front 


billiard room, in the basement, was an engine 
room, in which were a boiler,a dynamo machine 
for supplying incandescent light, and a tank 
filled with ammonia, used to keep the refriger- 
ator and wine-cooling chamber at zero. he 
tank stood between the dynamo machine and 
the area.wall and just west the partition divid- 


ing the engine room from tite wine room. Ben- 

aye Harned was in charge’ of the engine room, 
ut as he was found to bein liquor at 2 o’clock 

oe supposed that he was not attending to his 
uty. 

There is evidence that a fire broke out near the 
dynamo machine and spread so as to cause the 
steam-gauge of the boiler to burst and let out 
steam into the engine-room. The heat of the 
steam and the fire volatilized the ammonia until 
the tank burst with a terrific report that shook 
the clubhouse, the Hoffman House, and other 
houses near by, and the St. James Hotel, and 
caused many to believe that the predicted 
earthquake had come. Ina moment policemen 
and citizens were running in scores to the Carl- 
ton. Windows were thrown up in every direc- 
tion, and anxious inquiries came from many 
persons in night attire, especially from awak- 
ened guests at the Hoffman House. Then three 
engines and two truck companies arrived, and the 
members endeavored to get intothecellar. They 
were driven back by the steam and the ammonia 
until the front and rear windows were opened 
when it was discovered that the explosion had 
put out the fire. Harned, who said he was in 
the act of looking at the steam-gauge when the 
ammonia tank exploded, was foundin a stupid 
condition at the foot of the stairs. He tried to 
explain that the ammonia tank leaked and vapor 
from the leakage ignited. He was sent to the 
New-York Hospital, and was found to be 
slightly scalded about the face and hands. 
The steam and ammonia fumes found their 
way up stairs, and Col. Ochiltree, who had re- 
tired, was unable to descend. To escape sitffo- 
cation he put his head out of his bedroom win- 
dow and yelled. Chief of Battalion Fisher, who 
had been ordered to ‘open up” the roof, found 
no means of escape or entry, and was compelled 
to slide down a eRe to the top floor windows. 
Getting into one of them he aided the Colonel to 
escape down stairs. He said that if the fire had 
not been put out by the explosion and had gone 
up stairs Col. Ochiltree would either have been 
suffocated or roasted or would have had to jump. 

The explosion wrecked the dynamo machine 
and pipes and gearing and in goes an ogo the 
fire, which started near the woodwork in the 
vicinity of the dynamo, drove the smoke through 
the flues of the heatlag apparatus, so that the 
walls above the registefs all over the house were 
blackened. The loss is about $800 in furniture, 
$600 onthe building, one of the walls of the 
basement being cracked by the explosion, and 
from $300 to $500 on damage done to painting 
-_ frescoing. Ample insurances cover these 
osses.

HANISOME DRESSES AND BONNETS

BEATEN AND CRIPPLED. 


THE STORY OF AN UNFORTUNATE CHILD’S 
TREATMENT BY HER PARENTS. 

John and Louisa Wolf, who are charged 
with brutally abusing their 7-year-old daughter 
Annie, were arraigned before Justice Welde in 
the Yorkville Court yesterday. Annie and her 
11-year-ola sister Lizzie are Wolf’s daughters by 
his first wife. Louisa Wolf is his third wife. The 
examination was very brief, Justice Welde de 
ciding that there was abundant evidence in the 
appearance of Annie upon which to hold the ac- 
eused for trial. Superintendent Jenkins, of the 


Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
carried the little sufferer into court in his arms. 
She was weak and emaciated and barely able to 
stand. A physician’s certificate handed to Jus- 
tice Welde by Agent Wilson, who has charge of 
the case, showed that Annie had been subjected 
to most inhuman treatment. Her body from 
head to feet showed marks of violence. Her 
forehead was cut and ecchymosed, the result of a 
blow from some blunt instrument. Her ear was 
cut and bruised. There was a cut inside the ear 
and about the outer ear as from a blow witha 
strap or rope. The crown of her head was cut 
and bleeding. Her neck bore marks as from a 
scald. Her nose was broken some time ago, and 
not yet knit. Internal inflammation had caused 
soreness of the nostrils and upper lip. One arm 
had been broken and then neglected, resulting 
in a deformity. The arm was ecchymosed from 
shoulder to wrist. and both wrists showed marks 
of baving been cut by a rope to the depth of one- 
eighth of an inch, and were still raw and bleed- 
ing. There was an abscess over the spine caused 
by a severe blow. The certificate concluded 
with descriptions of bruises on various portions 
of the body and limbs, and stated that the child 
showed every oe of having been starved. 
Policeman Martin testified to having found 
the child at One Hundred and Sixtieth-street 
and St. Ann’s-avenue with its hands tied tightly 
together with a rope. The rope was passed 
about its waist and around the lower limbs so 
that she could barely walk and could not move 
her hands atall. The child told .him that her 
mnother had tied her and turned her out of the 
house, telling her never to return. When the 
parents were arrested the father said the child 
was punished because she was bad,and the 
mother said she a her for stealing meat 
out of the ice , e child said that her 
mother struck the blow which broke her nose, 
and that her father sometimes struck her. The 
arents pleaded not — and were held in 
1,000 bail each for trial. Wolfis 40 years old 
and his wife 39. Annie will be sent to the New- 
York eee 
The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children was notified in May last, when the 
couple lived at No. 1,355 Washington-avenue, 
that they were abusing their children, but none 
of the neighbors could give any detinite testi- 
mony against them. The womah appeared to be 
thoroughly scared at the time, and promised to 
treat the children kindly.

BAIRD DEOLARED INSANE. 

For about two hours yesterday the Sher- 
iffs jury selected to determine whether John 
Baird is sane or insane listened to the reading of 
the story of his life which was prepared by Mr. 


Baird in the Flushing Lunatic Asylum, in 1884, 
for the information of Lawyer John E. Parsons, 
whom he desired to omnploy, as his counsel, but 
which did not reach Mr. Parsons until about 
three weeks ago, having been intercepted by Mr. 
Baird’s relatives. According to it Mr. Baird is 
the rightful heir of four estates, but has been 
prevented from obtaining any of them by the 
machinations of evil men. The delusions which 
his family noticed about his kinship to the 
Stewart family, the concealment of his wife’s 
relationship A. T. Stewart’s ancestors, and 
the attempts to poison were fully set forth. 
Dr. James W. Ranney testified that he considered 
Mr. Baird to be the victim of insane delusions, 
and then John E. Parsons argued to the jury 
that while Mr. Baird was certainly in bad phys- 
ical and mental health when he was put into 
the asylum in 1882, there was proof that ne had 
recovered his ability to manage his property and 
care for himself. 

Sullivan argued that Mr. Baird was 
insane, and then Co ssioner A. J. Requier 
charged the jury ina manner that arous 
Parsone’s indignation, causing to take ex- 

his points. nally, 15 of 
the 18 jurors decided that John Baird was a lu- 
natic and incompetent to care for himself and his 
estate.
